Both branches of the city counoil were 
in session Monday evening. In the board 
of aldermen Mayor Cohb presided, and 
seven members were present. 

Hearings were opened and closed on the

The board then listened to the reading of 
the journal which consumed about 10 
minutes.

Ilyde were unpointed auctioneers by the 
mayor, and the appointments confirmed by 
the board.

Two communications from the school 
committee were received, petitioning the 
board to enlarge the school house at 
Thompsonville, and also to prepare for use 
of scholar* two rooms in the Ash street 
kindergarten. On motion of Alderman 
Downs both were referred to the public 
property committee. 

The inspector of milk and provisions 
presented liis annual report, which was ac- 
cepted without a reading. 

On motion of Alderman Rally the peti- 
tion for one arc light on Wales street, and 
live street lamps on Sheridan street were 
referred to the street light committee. 

Alderman R iberts presented a petition 
of Newtonvllle residents asking that a lire 
alarm signal box be placed on North street. 
It was referred to the lire committee. 

A petition for u sewer on a portion of 
Washington street near Court, at Newton- 
viile, was ref m red to tiie sewer committee. 

Several business men of Newtonville, in 
a petition presented by Alderman Roberts, 
ashed that the sidewalk on the bridge at 
Niwtonville square be kept open, aim not 
c osed as is proposed. They claime I it 
w mid injure their business and asked that 
t'ie board give the matter immediate con- 
si ieration. Referred to the highway com- 
mittee. 

Hearings were ordered for Feb. ir»th at 
8 o’clock on the petitions of the telephone 
company for locations on Church, Richard- 
son and Bellevue streets. 

Th • same company petitioned for locu- 
tions on Park ami Tremont str *ets and In- 
stitution uvenue, between Albany and 
Chase streets, i )n these petitions hearings 
were ordered for Feb. 15th.

A resolution, presented by Alderman 
Hobart was adopted, providing for the 
acceptance of the city charter by the 
city officers of ik*7. That it be received 
uud enacted substantially in form us con- 
tained in the draft presented. 

Alderman Kimwlion introduced a resolve 
recommending that the legislative commit- 
tee appeur at the hearing in the State 
House in fuvor of the bill of the Metropoli- 
tan Park Commission asking that $. 700,000 
be appropriated for the putvhuse of lands 
along the Charles river front necessary for 
the improvements contemplated from Cot- 
tage Farm to Mother Brook, Dedham, 
'lire legislative committee, Alderman 
Knowlton suid, had considered the matter 
and thought the Interest of the city in its 
representatives at the State House would 
be shown by the passage of the resolve, it 
was passed. 

Alderman Knowlton presented another 
resolve in which the legislative committee 
were authorized to appear at the State 
House at the iieariug 011 the proposed pur- 
chase of the outlet of tiie Boston Sewerage 
•System by tiie state. Tiie committee re- 


ported advocating the passage of the bill. 
Manv other cities had also favored its 
passage. He briefly outlined the proposi- 
tion stated in the bill. 

Alderman Downs inquired what the cost 
would l*e and was answered by Mayor 
Cobh. It would cost about 812,000 a year. 
The present system is incomplete and the 
cost of rental is greatly In excess of the 
amount which would have to be paid.

That the gas company 
be granted pole locations on Bellevue and 
Tremont streets, and tiie telephone com- 
pany be granted locations on Elmhurst 
road, Hammond, Ward and Washington 
streets. 

George N. B. Sherman was granted a 
license to sell gunpowder. .lerome E.

The committee to which the different 
subjects suggested in the mayor’s Inaugural 
had been referred to, reported through its 
chairman Alderman White.tlmt the matters 
had been considered, and referring them to 
the various departments. 

In concurrence with the common coun- 
cil a petition from Ward Five residents 
asking for the macadamizing of High 
street was referred to tiie highway com- 
mittee. 

It was also ordered that the appropria- 
tion for city hall expenses be expended 
under direction of the mayor. 

Lawrence E. Deal and Martin Fahey 
were granted express licenses on recom- 
mendation of the license committee. 

At 9.10 o’clock the board adjourned.

Against the No School Signal. 

West Newton, Feb. 1, 1897. 
To the Editor of the Graphic: 

Regarding the dismissing of our public 
schools stormy days, there are many tilings 
to be considered. Tiie children of all de- 
grees of wealtli and of poverty attend 
them. The wealthy live in commodious 
dwellings with many rooms heated from 
basement to attic. Children of such have 
ample room with summer heat in which to 
spend a stormy day without encroaching on 
the kitchen, laundry or sitting room. Hun- 
dreds of Newton’s families, however, have 
but one fire and that in the couk stove in 
tiie kitchen, the only room directly heated. 
In these families it is a serious matter for 
tiie burdened mother, to have several chil- 
dren of five to fifteen years, crowding tills 
room. Many such I have heard express 
tiie wish that tiie school would continue its 
sessions, except when the storm wus of 
great severity. During the six years when 
I had charge of the public schools embrac- 
ing West Newton und Auburndale, there 
was not a dismissal for storm. 

The late Walter Craft, tiie eminent min- 
ing engineer and banker, attended from bis 
home in Auburndale live years without 
once being absent or tardy, it was at that 
time tiiat our Inuuiraole mayor was a stu- 
dent with my brother, the late George E. 
Allen, at Newton. .lodging from his dis- 
tinguished success in life, I venture to as- 
sert that lie was prompt and constant in 
his attendance even in stormy weather. 

In tin* forty-three years of our present 
, school 1 recall not a single instance when 
t lie school was closed for storm, except in 
the tremendous storm of Jan. 17, 1hi>7, the 
! .ichooi was closed as the curs stopped run- 
ning, tnd 1 1 it riiursday, 28th uit., it was 
dismissed at 12. Mi. No criticisms have ever 
* readied us from parents, on this our in- 
variable com se. V. mug ladies from Wal- 
tham and Wellesley Farms, and a lad 
from Newton Centre were present even on 
Thursday of last week, and but a single 
young lady student was absent. 

it should lie remembered t lint our gram- 
mar uud primarv schools now are situated 
in comparatively close proximity to the 
homes of tiie children, whereas in older 
times there were only eight or ten school 
buildings in the present limits of Newton, 
including tiie section now occupied by the 
Waltham Watch factory village extending 
to tiie river. This necessitated many cliil- 
; dren going a mile or more to school. The 
j late Dr. Henry Bigelow opposed carrying 
j children to school, considering the now 
' nearly obsolete exercise of walking to be 
| among the most exhilarating of all exer- 
ciser. it would appear to most persons 
that the gentleman now at the iieud of tiie 
Newton schools, whose natural aptitude, 
supiilcmunted by a life long study of the 
problem of child culture, physical us well 
as mental ami moral, uud who is ranked 
among tie* most eminent experts of the 
science of school management, it would 
seem, 1 say, that our superintendent of 
schools is tiie person “Far excellence’’ to 
decide such a matter as school elosiug.

The School Signal. 

To tho Editor of tlio Graphic:— 

Referring to your editorial of last week, 
commendatory of Mayor Cobb’s action in 
overriding the discretion of the school 
superintendent in the use of the “no 
school’’ signal, it seems to me that your 
article is inconsistent with your usual atti- 
tude concerning the expense of our school 
system. 

We cannot properly approach this sub- 
ject without remembering that Newton’s 
schools cost something over $600.00 per 
day. This is a sum which should not 
lightly bo thrown away. Tiie expense 
goes on “whether school keeps or not,’’ 
and there is no way of getting it back tiie 
next lino day. Are not the parents who 
w isli their children to go to school entitled 
to tiie services of tiie teachers? 

No penalty or deprivation is inflicted up- 
on the children who are kept at home be- 
cause of the weather, and if only a small 
number attend school the opportunity for a 
closer relationship between teacher und 
pupils is of mutual advantage. 

Is not your sympathy for the teacher a 
little misplaced? Suppose she were run- 
ning a type-writer in a Boston offlee. The 
weather w ould be no excuse for absence. 
Our children, too, ure not made of sugar or 
salt. If they were walking to Waltham to 
doff bobbins in the cotton mill, or were 
taking tiie early train to Boston to answer 
in the great stores the ery of “cash here!” 
they would not be expected to stay at home 
for any ordinary storm. 

As it is, the “no school” signal is for the 
boys but an opportunity to see whether 
rubber boots are really waterproof, and 
whether coats can be made so wet that 
they cannot be dried over night. 

I do not believe that tho ease of parents 
who are not strong enough to keep their 
ambitious weaklings at home, should be a 
sufficient reason for turning others out of 
their rights. Those of us who have seen 
tiie improvement in our schools in recent 
years, are willing to tr. st the discretion of 
our superintendent.

ITS MAONII Tt’F.NT BUILDINOS AND PA UK * 
— ITS cnUIU’HKS ANIi FINK OROAN8— 
TIIK JlIiCB DBCEMIIKR. 


[Old World (’orrospnndcneo.] 

No street In Vienna is so attractive as 
that part of the “Ring” called Fntnzonring. 
Entering it from Hum King, another portion 
of the Ring, wo find on our right tin* charm- 
ing People’s Garden, and on our left a little 
hack from the street, the High Court of 
Justice, built in German HonaiHsanco stylo. 

A little farther back is the palace of Prince 
Auersperg. Next, but close on Kingstrasso, 
is the Imperial Parliament House. It is 
built in Grecian style. Upon it are a num- 
ber of statues in various attitudes, some as 
If engaged in debate; also four large bronze 
(piadrigas on each wing, above the two 
houses. It has a broad perron and a porti- 
co that opens into a vest lime which leads to 
a large hall with 24 columns. From the 
hall one goes to the left to the House of 
Lords, and to the right to the lower House. 
The rooms and balls abound in polished 
marble and beautiful frescoes. 

Next the Parliament House is the new 
town hall park, which extends to the Im- 
perial University, a building nearly, if not 
unite as large and noble as the Parliament 
House,, to which it is a fitting companion. 

At the back of the park is the new town 
hall, the product of the genius of Baron 
Schmidt, toe cathedral architect (who died 
in 1891.) It is a magnificent gothic struc- 
ture, 154 meters long, 124 wide, with 7 
courts. The chief tower rising from the 
middle of tho front face is 107 meters 
high; on its top is the iron figure of 
a man. called “The Iron Man.” There 
are four smaller towers. These with 
the galleries, balconies, gothic windows 
and wonderful sculptures, present an 
aspect equaled by no other in the city. Tho 
inside is as exquisite as the exterior. It is 
splendid in the best sense of the word. 
Tile cost of tho building has been more 
than 15,000,000 florins. ($<i, 000,000.) 

Opposite the town hall, from which it is 
separated by tho Part and the Ilingstrasse. 
is the new Imperial Court Theatre, of 
stone, Renaissance style. It has seats for 
1474 spectators. 

Tho University was founded by Duke 
Rudolph IV, and Albert III, 13(15-1384. 
The building now in use is new. It has 
a library of 200,000 volumes. There are 
four faculties and 4000 students. 

Such grounds and building are what give 
pre-eminence to Franzen Ring. Its sum- 
mer beauty we winter comers must im- 
agine. 

Hack of this street in line with the town 
hall is a row of other palatial buildings. 

The Burg Ring, to which we return 
from the foregoing, (called Burg Ring be- 
cause of tho Palace (Burg) and palace 
grounds adjoining, turns to the southeast 
and makes connection with Opera Ring. 
Here the line of Imperial and city build- 
ings is continued, and we see tho Imperial 
Museum of Natural History, ami the Im- 
perial Museum of Art and Antiquities. Be- 
tween these is a large square, a beautiful 
piece of landscape gardening, in the heart 
of which stands tho monument of Empress 
Maria Theresa, of which I shall write 
something by and by. The buildings are 
adorned with fresco paintings, marble per- 
rons and many statues. In both the collec- 
tions are large, really immense. In tho 
one all departments of Natural History arc 
represented. In the other are valuable col- 
lections of works of art, belonging, as do 
the Natural History collection, to the 
crown. The Imperial Picture Gallery, the 
Hunting and Arms Museum, the cabinet of 
Coins and Antiquities are here. The Pic- 
ture Gallery is all we have had time to 
visit. Paintings enough, so many that 
three catalogues are filled with numbers 
and titles, but tho whole seems far inferior 
to the royal gallery in Dresden. There are 
some works of the great old masters, and 
some works by modern painters that are 
very interesting; the historical scenes, for 
instance, ami sundry others. 

No one thing in the building was to me 
as interesting as Canova's Marble Theseus 
slaving the Centaur. 

The setting of the collections, the decora- 
tions of the numerous halls, may well draw 
tile attention of the visitor often from the 
paintings, even of the best masters. Mar- 
ble und (Rild. martifc and gold, marbles of 
all the choicest varieties, black marble 
polished into mirrors and giving again the 
pictures that hang on the wall. 

Opposite the museums and park are the 
grounds, tiie Imperial gardens and the 
Hofburg of the Emperor. This consists of 
O/serics of courts ami buildings. The pres- 
ent residence of the emperor dates from tin; 
13th century. New wings are planned and 
one is now a-building, across tin* outer 
court and near the gardens, extending to 
the street. They are intended, for the resi- 
dence of the Imperial family. When com- 
pleted, they will he connected with the two 
museums by stately arcades in arches 
spanning the hroad Burgstrasso. 

I think I will now quit the architectural 
field and go to “pastures new.” 

I was passing St. Stephen’s church, look- 
ing ut mortuary tablets on tiie outer wall, 
when some one opened a door. Through 
tiie open door music came to mv ear. I en- 
tered ami heard the organ pealing notes of 
praise, and a choir and singers in the con- 
gregation added vocal melody to the instru- 
mental. 1 remained and enjoyed it. I 
never hear an organ without thinking of 
Milton. And at this Christmas season, I 
recall his Nativity Hymn and tiie lilies, 

King out, ye crystal sphere*, 

Once Ideas our human ears, 

11 yo have power to touch the senses so, 

Ami letyoui silver chime 
Move in melodious time. 

Ami let thchuHsol’ heaven’s deenorgan blow. 

. Ami with your urn f dd harmony 

Wake up full consort to tho angelic harmony. 

For if such holy song 
F.urapt our fancy long, 

Tune will run hack and futch tlm age of gold, 
And speckled vanity 
Will sicken soon, and die. 

Ami lepious slu will melt from earthly mould, 
And hell itself will puss away, 

And leave its dolorous mansions to the peering 
clay. 

Yea, truth ami justice thou 

Will down return to men, 

orb'd in a rainbow, and liko glories wearing, 

Morey will sit between, 

Cloth’d in celestial sheen, 

With radian feet the timid clouds down star- 
ing. 

And heaven as at some festival, 

Will open wide the gates of her high palace 
hall. 

Pardon me if 1 quote too much and if I 
miss a word now and then. 1 am fond of 
that hymn. Organ tones dwelt in Milton’s 
soul ami dwelt lit his lines. I think i en- 
joyed tiie outlied rul music as much as F. 
and the rest will enjoy this evei lug’s 
opera. 

There were many worshippers in St. 
Michael's, but 1 saw none going iut<> ami 
coming from St. Peter’s, a church with a 
feeble imitation of St. Peter’s in Route. A 
handful itt the votive church. 

We have crossed und re-crossed tiie 
“Danube river,” tiie largest rivet we have 
seen or are likely to see, hi Europe. We 
crossed on ('row it Prince Rudolph bridge, 
which is long, wide, and solid, as the solid 
earth Itself. It requires u long approach 
on tiie Vienna side, und u much longer one 
on (lie other side, ami a long stretch to lift 
it above tiie river ut its ordinary flood, 
und the broad lutids Allowed for iiiunda- 
tions, which are hemmed in by a dum or 
dyke. The bridge is a noble monument to 
tiie memory of the unfortunate Crow u 
Prince Rudolph, who lost his life while 
hunting. There is no other bridge across 
tiie Danube front Vienitu, except the rail- 
way bridges. 

There are niany crossing tiie canal und 
the little streain culled the Wien ; the Eliza- 
beth bridge ornamented with stone statues 
of eight men who were prominent in 
Vienna history, ami others more or less set 
oft with figures in bronze or stone, or made 
conspicuous us suspension bridges. 

There ate many noble und expensive 
memorials of depaited titular 'greatness and 
of departed wot tit. Of these tiie most im- 
posing is that of Maria Theresa, Empress 
of Austria, lu stirring times. She was uu 


empress of inflexible courage ami purpose; 
a mother, too, who with the cares of state, 
carried the cares of her household, which 
site ruled wisely, and of which her chil- 
dren give proof. She deserves the honor 
of tliis monument. Site was born Itt 1717, 
sho died 1780. This monument was begun 
in 1882 and finished in Ihhh, was erected by 
Emperor Francis Joseph I, and unveiled 
May 13, 1888. in his presence and that of 
his family. The Ettt press is Rented in Iter 
chair of state, and below and around her 
are her most distinguished generals and 
councilors. The equestrian statues of four 
field nmrslmlls, the most famous, are on 
four projections of the base. Back, and 
between these are the statues of four of 
her most noted statesmen. Behind these, 
on each of the four walls, receding be- 
tween pairs of columns, are figures in re- 
lief representing with the statues spoken of, 
1st, Foreign Policy, in tiie person of Prince 
K an n Itz, (statue,) and others, 2d, War, by 
Prince Liechtenstein (statue) and Lacy etc. 
in relief ; 3d. Science and Art, Van Swh ten 
(statue) ana Gluck, Haydn, Mozart as a 
boy, and other relievos; 4th. Justice, 
Hiiugwitz (statue) and four reliefs. The 
lowest platform is of granite; the slyto- 
bntc of syenite, the columns of green 
Tyrolese serpentine, statues and ornaments 
are cast itt bronze. 

Tito monument characterized by the 
most exquisite sculpture is that of Arch- 
duchess Maria Cliristenn, tilt'd 1798, wife 
of Duke Albert of Saxony—' Tesohen, and 
daughter of Maria Theresa. It is tiie 
work of Canova, placed iu the Imperial 
Paroohial Church of St. Augustine, which 
is connected with tho palace. It is a verti- 
cal section of a four sided pyramid, against 
the wall of the church. Upon it, above, 
within a wreath, is a profile of tiie Arch- 
duchess. Below this an opening as into a 
tomb, into which a female figure is gazing. 
Immediately behind anti a little to iter 
left stands a woman with an urn lifted to 
her face; then a child; then lit short dis- 
tance, a group of three, a woman, a small 
child, and an infirm old man holding to the 
woman’s arm with his left hand, and with 
a stair supporting his steps as lie lifts his 
foot to ascend. All these moving to the 
opening into tiie tomb. All carved from 
pure Carrara marble, all faces expressing 
deep feeling. The pyramid is nearly or 
quite 25 feet in height. The only inscrip- 
tion is the simple one, “Uxori Optimue 
Albert us.” 

Of equestrian statues and others let me 
name, first, that of General Radetzky, 
called Father Radetzky. His saying, “In 
my camp is Austria,” is engraved on his 
monument. (In German, of course.) 

2. General Sohwarzenburg. 

3. Archduke Charles, died 1847, father 
of present emperor, who served three em- 
perors; who soldier, statesman, and diplo- 
mat, whose motto was, “Austria before 
all.” Was Prince of Saxony. 

4. Prince Eugene, died 1730, wlusserved, 
etc. 

5. Liebenberg,the stout hearted mayor of 
Vienna, at tiie time of tho Turkish sieges. 
(Not equestrian.) 

0. Tegretthoff, an Austrian Admiral, 
who did good service in 1804 against the 
Dimes. His monument is peculiar. His 
bronze figure stands on si lofty column 
decorated with naval emblems, and with 
beaks of ships projecting front the sides, 
after the manner of two columns itt Jack- 
son Park, in 1893. At the base of the- 
column in a large basin are grouped sea- 
lions and other figures, all of bronze. 

7. Tiie equestrian statue of Emperor 
Joseph, “who lived for the good of it is 
l»eople, not long, but wholly.’’ lie is held 
it affectionate remembrance. Was tiie 
son of Maria Theresa, born 1741, died in 
1790, after a reign of but 10 years. 

There are besides statues of Ressel, first 
inventor of tiie screw propulsion of vessels 
as early as 1812; of Schiller, and of Beetho- 
ven, seated, both in bronze; of Mozart, in 
marble, an exqusite piece of work. On 
one face of tiie base, he is represented as a 
child seated at a piano, but turned toward 
his teacher, (?) who stands holding a 
violin, about tho shaft. Beautiful figures. 

1 should have added in case of Beetho- 
ven, that at the base of his monument is a 
figure of Prometheus with a vulture at his 
side ready to strike. 

There is said to be in the tow’ n park a 
statue of Schubert. I went to see it, but 
found it ill its winter edition, hound in 
hoards. 

The “Pest Column,” so called generally, 
is a curiosity, if not a monstrosity. The 
Pest was here somewhat more than 200 
years ago. Emperor Leopold I prayed fer- 
vently that the pest be stayed ami ltis 
people spared. The pest passed, (whether 
or not in consequence of tho prayers.) 
Herodotus would ouostion. as he did in tin- 
ease of certain naval battles between the 
Greeks and the Persians, and this column 
was raised ami named tiie “ Trinity 
Column.” Leopold is kneeling on tiie top, 
in attitude of prayer, a large bright star, 
like a sun, above him. and below him, on 
the column, scores of people, young and 
old, in various attitudes, as if thrown at it 
in a whirl, and had stuck there. If I can 
get a good photograph of it, 1 will bring it 
along with me. It is certainly unique. 

There are fountains and fountains, many 
are works of art, hut none are now in play. 
They are hibernating, and wijl again leap 
to life ami gladness when the birds and 
flowers come. 

There is many a “IMatz” in tliecity.au 
open square, or triangle, or parallelogram, 
each having a name borrowed from some 
live man or dead saint. Like unto them is 
tiie “Graben,” so called because very long 
ago it was a fortified ditch. 

There are also several markets, 'nmrkts* 
of which one deserves mention, it is the 
“Holier Markt.” It is not far from the 
Graben; it is the oldest part of Vienna, 
and was once the place of the Roman 
Forum and prictorium. 1 have seen it 
since writing. No sign now <d Rome. All 
is modern about it. Near it is tiie oldest 
church in the city, if one knows the oldest, 
that of Maria Am Gestade. Workmen are 
repairing it. lit the Holier Markt is u high 
square supporting a high canopy on four 
columns. Under the canopy is presented 
tiie marriage of uu emperor long ago; 
emperor and his bride stand with clasped 
bunds, the- Pope (?) pronounces solemn 
words ami grunts his blessing. All uroiind 
tills petrified (?) piece of business, market 
women to-day sell apples ami tilings, (a 
different kind of business,) unmindful of 
dead Cu-surs, and Roman soldiers come not 
nigh as ghostly visitors.

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NOT NEW AFTER ALL. 


SUPPOSED DISCOVERIES THAT WERE j 
KNOWN AGES AGO. 

Hindoo Clnltn Tlmt flic Ancient* Knew j 
! Fur Mom Tlmti Is Credited to Them. j 
• Itefcrenee to Wendell 1’hllllps’ lactam 
) on “Tlio Lo»t Art*." 

A learned Indian prince, Tlinkoro Sahib 
o? Gondul, i« tho author of a history of 
Aryan medle.nl science issued from the 
London press. This book advances somo 
remarkable claims on behalf of Hindoo 
science nT*d civilization. 

Prince Tlinkoro asserts that the grandest 
discoveries of western medical genius, such 
ns vaccination, anscsthcsin and nntlseptlo 
surgery, wero nil practiced among the Hin- 
doos many centuries ago. Ho declares that 
in tho “Ayur Veda,” or "Seioneoof Life,” 
which is tho most nncient. of all Brahmin 
books on medicine, nearly all tho best 
modern methods of medical diagnosis as 
well as of practical surgery are fully set 
forth. The circulation of tho blood, which 
we say was discovered by Harvey, is said 
to lxi fully set forth In this ancient voluino 
of tho Hindoo scriptures. Prinoo Thnkoro 
also cites historical evidence to show that 
cranial and abdominal surgical operations 
of tho most difficult kind, such as we hnvo 
supposed wero never performed until with- 
in tho Inst 50 years, wore done l.nOO years 
ago in tho land of Buddlm. He jjoints to 
the record of tne trephining of King Bhoja 
of Dhar, who lived ulrout A. D. 977, to re- 
lievo him of severe pains in ids head. Tho 
record clearly states tlmt the king was ren- 
dered unconscious, his cranium opened, the 
cause of tho trouble removed from tho 
brain, the wound closed up and his trouble 
completely cured. Jivuka, who was Bud- 
dha’s own physician, performed similar 
operations. 

Such claims tend to shake the self esteem 
of western peoples ns the wisest and most 
highly inventive that have over occupied 
tho earth und to cast, a doubt- upon their 
boast that they are “the 1" .<*s of all the 
ages in the foirniest flies time.” It is 
no now thin", however, for us to be told 
thnt all light travels from t lie cast to tho 
wost nnd not from the west to tho east. 
Wo speak of Asia as “the cradlo of tho i 
race,” and so it undoubtedly was. Wo 
need not bo surprised therefore if, as Asia 
becomes better known und its antiquities 
more closely inquired into, wo should find 
that much of tiie supposed new knowledge 
of tho west was familiar in the east when 
tho world was young. Wendell Phillips* 
most celebrated lecture was entitled “Tho 
Lost Arts.” Curiously enough, it is not 
Included in the standard edition of his pub- 
lished works. A pamphlet copy of it, pub- 
lished 20 years ago, is hard to find. Tho 
famous Massachusetts orator very largely 
forestalled the claims of Prince Thnkoro. 
Ho boldly declared that of 100 marvelous 
things known to the nineteenth century 99 
of them had been anticipated by the an- 
cients. He pointed more particularly to 
mechanical arts and inventions. He 
quoted Pliny to show that Nero had a 
ring with n gem in it through which 
be looked and watched the sword piny of 
tho gladiators in the arena more clearly 
than with tho naked eye — a stylo of opera 
glass unknown to us moderns. 

Tho use of microscopes of immense 
power in ancient Egypt, Persia and Greeoo 
is fairly presumable, because there is a gem 
shown at Parma, once worn on tho finger 
of Michael Angelo, the engraving whereon 
is 2,000 years old and which reveals tho 
figures of seven women only with the nid 
of a strong magnifying glass. Sir Henry 
Ruwlinson brought home from Nineveh a 
stone about 20 inches long nnd 10 inches 
wide containing a whole 1 1 \ aviso on mathe- 
matics that was. utterly illegible without a 
microscope. And if it cannot be read with- 
out a microscope it could not lmvo been 
engraved without similar aid. Mr. Phillips 
avertvd that the art of coloring reached a 
perfection among tho ancients far Ijcyond 
our own. The burned city ol' Pompeii was 
u city of stucco. The exteriors of tho 
walls and ull its buildings were of 
stucco, ami tho stucco was stained with 
tyriun purple, the royal color of an- 
tiquity. The city has been buried 1,800 
years, yet whenever tho walls of one of its 
houses are dug out the royal purple flames 
up to view with a great deal richer hue 
than any wo can produce. Evidently the 
Pompeiians possessed a secret for making 
fast colors that wo have not. When the 
English despoiled tho summer palace of 
the emperor of China, they brought home 
curiously wrought metal vessels of every 
kind, and European metal workers con- 
fessed their inability to reproduce them. 

Sheiikid steel is an English boast, but 
it will not bear the atmosphere of India 
without gliding. Yet tho Damascus blades 
used iu the crusades were not gilded, and 
they areas bright nnd keen today as they 
were eight centuries ugo. There was one 
shown at the London exhibition in 1862 
the point of which could lie made to touch 
the liiit und which could lx’ put into tiie 
scabbard like a corkscrew and bent every 
way without breaking. The best stool in 
the world today does not come from eithci 
Europe or America, but from the Punjab. 

.Sir Walter Scott iu his “Tales of t ho 
Crucadora’’ describes a meeting 1 x 9 ween 
Kicliard Cceur do Lion and Suludin, in 
which the English monarch is made to 
think that Bakulin practices the black art 
because tho latter takes an eiderdown pil- 
low from tho sofa and causes it to full in 
two pieces by drawing Ins keen blade 
across it. Travelers in India toll of seeing 
Hindoos throw handfuls of floss silk into 
the air and cut them in pieces with ilu-ir 
lino edged sabers. There is no stool made 
in western workshops of that quality. So, 
too, with the art of glass cutting. It was 
supposed 30 years ago that there were no 
uuuient glass factories, but tiie Pompeiian 
excavations revealed a workshop full of 
ground glass, window glass, eut glass and 
colored glass of every variety. — Baltimore 
bun.

NEWTON'S SUPERIORITY TO WASH- 
INGTON. 


One of the Washington papers the past 
week contained a description of the trouble 
a case of diphtheria caused in that city. 
There are a great number of hospitals 
there but none of them would receive the 
child, and finally he had to be left in the 
basement of one of the hospitals, tempor- 
arily, where he could not receive proper 
care. The atYair caused considerable com- 
ment, and an investigation is talked of. 

This is interesting to Newton people, as 
it shows what would be the condition here 
were it not for the Newton Hospital, where 
the contagious wards receive all classes of 
patients. The board of health can send 
any patients there’ and be sure that they 
will be received and taken care of, and in 
this respect Newton is better off than the 
capital of the nation. 

There hits been some unwillingness on 
the part of some of the city authorities to 
give to the hospital the support that the 
trustees think should be given, but in the 
light of this fact, such unwillingness 
should cease. The contagious wards alone 
and the provision for the care of those 
suffering from contagious diseases, are 
worth all that the hospital receives from 
the city, and would cost the city much 
more if it were not for the hospital. 

There is no institution in the city that 
should receive more generous support front 
the city, as the hospital does much to save 
us from an epidemic of contagious diseases, 
8'icli os less favored cities have suffered 
from. 

As for the success of the hospital in 
treating such cases, it careful record lias 
been kept, ami no hospital in Boston or 
elsewhere can show a lower rate of mor- 
tality than 1ms been secured at our own .

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


The Atlantic is trying to lirnl and to : 
bring forward agroup of the best equipped I 
young students of literature, who will with ; 
perfect frankness and boldness ’ take up 
from tlie point of view of the present our 
older writers, and say just how their liter- 
ature impresses them, and how much of it , 
gives inspiration to the present generation. ; 
Tlie world has gone tor thirty or forty 
years practically accepting the estimate of 
our greatest literary men made by their 
contemporaries. It has seemed to the At- i 
lantlc worth while to find whether this 
estimate now needs revision. Tlie views of 
literature and of life that those young crit- 
ics hold are turning out to be exceedingly 
suggestive. They give an interesting 1 
measure of tlie distance that we have 
traveled in some respects in our intellectual 
outlook during the last thirty years. The 
lirst of these papers is tho study of Emer- 
son, by Mr. John Jay Chapman, to which 
we have already alluded, and which is to, 
be continued in the February Atlantic. 

Scribner's Magazine expects to outstrip 
iu 1897 all its previous record, now just ten 
years old.

The supposed nmd dog which has terror- 
ized Waltham for several days, and bitten 
a number of people, who are undergoing 
treatment for the rabies, has been located 
in Aulmrndale. He will be remembered iu 
many towns between Newton and Salem. 

As far as is known, more than 10 persons 
have been bitten iu the past week, umi 
several towns have been more or less ter- , 
rorized by the brute, which lias been pro- : 
nouuced undoubtedly mad. 

Waltham was tlie most troubled commu- 
nity in the list. Last week the dog ran 
amuck through tho streets and bit a woman 
and two children. Their injuries are not 
regarded as particularly serious, however. 

From Waltham the brute ran to West j 
Watertown, where he attacked a horse and 
hit a laborer named Driscoll. He was next 
heard of iu Weston, where two boys, Wal- 
ter Cobb and Clarence Hayes, were slightly 
bitten about the legs. 'The lads’ wounds 
were cauterized by ji physiciun. They are I 
not regarded as serious. 

After his upneurance in Weston tlie brute 
disappeared tor a few days. 'Tuesday 
Officer Quilty beard that In* had turned up 
iu Auburndalc and had frightened people 
on tlie streets, but had succeeded in biting ;

tho sun, although in midwinter it has 
sometimes been so bright that it was visi- 
ble ut noon whiln tho sun wjis shining 
brightly. Tho rays of the light first shoot 
forth with a quick, quivering motion, are 
thou gathered and form a groat arch of 
flro spanning the heavens. It glows for 
an instant like a girdle of burnished gold; 
then, unfolding, groat curtains of light 
drop forth. These royal mantles of bright 
orange, green, pink, rose, yellow and crim- 
son aro suspended and waved between 
heaven and earth as with nu invisible 
hand. Tho rapid gyrations and scintilla- 
tions of light and Idcmllng colors aro In- 
tensely howlhleringnnd superbly beautiful. 

Tho whole phenomena of waving 
wreaths, lllckerlng (lames, rays, curtains, 
fringes, bands and Hashing colors, the 
strange confusion of light and motion, 
now high iu the heavens, then dropping 
like curtains of gold and silvor lace, spar- 
kling with a wealth of rubies, sapphires, 
emeralds and diamonds, penetrating dark 
gulches tin 1 darting through somber green 
forests, lig ling tho whole landscape as 
with a thousand olnctrio lamps, form a 
very poor Idea. This unwarming light, ns 
It flashes along tho frozen rivers, tlie groat 
banks of snow, and reveals tho huge 
mountains of glistening ice and bluck 
linos of fir, indeed, is of tho purest arctic 
cast, and causes one to button his coat 
closer over his chest, and with a shiver ho 
is glad to sook a light of less brilliancy, 
but ono of life giving warmth. 

At tho breukiug up of winter the hours 
of sunshine aro rapidly increasing, and 
oontinuo so until midsummer, when tiio 
sun beams fortii 22 hours out of tho 24, 
while on the high mountain poaks it is for 
a period of several days in Juno not en- 
tirely out of sight during tho 24 hours. 
During the months of July and August 
tho weather becomes very warm, and oven 
hot, and miners arc glad to scok a shady 
retreat In which to do their labor. After 
tiiis period thu hours of sunshine gradual- 
ly decrease, until during tho shortest days 
the sun shines hut 4 hours out of thu 24. 
But at tills period tho aurora is very iu- 
tenso uml helps very materially in driving 
darkness from that dreary land. Thu ther- 
mometer goes down to 70 degreos boluvv 
roro In wintor, hut the atmosphere is very 
dry, and cn*.»soqiiontly tlie cold is not so 
’ ponopti bit: as ono would imagine. — Alusku

For the Charles River Park. 

A special meeting of the Auburndale Im- 
provement Society was held in Auburn 
Hall last evening. President Hardy oc- 
cupied the chair, and there was a large at- 
tendance of members. 

On motion of Quincy Pond, resolutions 
were adopted indorsing the bill now pend- 
ing before the legislature, appropriating 
$500,000 for the purchase of land for the 
metropolitan park system in the Charles 
river valley. A committee, consisting of 
E. E. Hardy, Quincy Pond, A. C. Farley, 
Nathaniel Dike, W. A. Knowlton and Rev. 
E. E. .Strong was appointed to appear 
before the legislative committee this morn- 
ing in furtherance of the bill. 

The following resolution on motion of 
Mr. Pond was adopted: That The Au- 
burodale Improvement Society is heartily 
in favor of taking the banks of the Charles 
river as a public reservation and maintain- 
ing tiie water of tiie river at fixed levels, as 
recommended in tiie report of the joint 
boards of the metropolitan park commis- 
sion aud state board of health. 

Several speakers spoke against granting 
the Newton Street Railway a location on 
Lexington street, which in places, Mr. Geo. 
L. Chandler said, was only thirty feet 
wide. 

Ex-Alderman Johnson was very im- 
phatic in opposing the location. This 
street railway had always been a great ex- 
pense to the city. He had no faith iu the 
railway company nor in the committee on 
street railways. The city was now spend- 
ing Ssnoj iioto widen Washington street for 
the benefit of the company. No trucks 
should be laid in a street that was less than 
fifty feet wide.

AND THEATRES IN DRESDEN. 


Dresden, Dec. *», , 

Any one newly come into Vienna at this 
time of the year, latter part of December, 
looking up at the lofty houses which line 
the streets, would think at once that snow 
had come and been driven by the wind, had 
settled on the window sills, it is not snow ; 
that is seen, but a white bolster of feathers 
some s inches high ifud 3 or 4 in thickness, 
nut in between the double windows, to 
help keep out wind and snow and rain and 
dust. It may be European custom but I 
notice it here for the first time, perhaps be- 
cause of tlie season. 

Are you fond of roasted chestnuts? You 
need not go without them In this city. At 
hundreds of street corners the roasters are 
found. A cylindrical sheet-iron vessel, 
standing on three or four iron legs, and 
having a diaphragn across it about midway 
between top and bottom, is ihe roasters. 
A man belongs to it. He keeps up the fire 
below, and stirs the chestnuts with his 
fingers, till they yawn with the heat and 
with open mouths invite you to take and 
eat. Not chestnuts only, but apples and 
potatoes are roasted there, and ottered to 
hungry passers. Chestnuts are much used 
and in various dishes are served at table. 

Vienna makes a specialty of leather 
goods. They can nowhere else be had at 
less price, or of better quality. As a deal- 
er, F. W.Papka, of Neumann street, can be 
commended for telling the truth as to the 
quality of the leather in the wares he keeps 
for sale. You may be expect him, how- 
ever, to be like many another merchant in 
the world and to have one price which he 
asks, and another which he will take 
rather than have a customer leave the 
store without purchasing. 

A young woman came today to see Mr. 
Sanborn. As he was not in she told me 
her wish and her story. A Hungarian by 
birth, she had gone to New York with 
mother and sister, and had with them 
worked and made her living, and a little 
more. Iler savings she would spend in a 
vacation visit to her native place. Sick at 
sea, a kind lady cared for her till they 
reached Hamburg, when the friend having 
stolen all her money and her references, 
suddenly decamped. For five months now 
she had lived on what jewelry she had, 
and had not been able to find employment. 
Seeing Mr. Sanborn’s name and address in 
the paper she came to see if haply he was 
going back soon to America, and would 
like her as governess of his children on the 
way home. I could but feel sorry for the 
girl, hut had to tell her that Mr. Sanborn 
lias no children, und is not going home in a 
hurry. I advised her to see the American 
-Consul. She hud seen him and found he 
could uo noming lor nor. i then gave her 
iiAe address of the American Miuister, ami 
slife left. Is sin* an impostor'.’ I do not 
know, but 1 think not She says she lias 
thought of suicide. Not long ago, u young 
American woman, did commit suicide in 
the consul’s office. Three days ago I was 
Asking in the house where 1 could buy 
some post stumps. A line looking young 
lady told me she was going past a place, 
and would gladly show. I accepted her **s- 
cort, and she kindly went in with me to 
speak German for me. On the way she 
said she was horn in New York of German 
parents, She interested me by her whole 
appearance, and I inquired who >he was. 

I was told that she teaches music here in 
t lie house to the young (laughter of the 
family. I was told that she is a lovely 
young woman, who came Irom New York 
as companion and governess of a ladv, w ho 
turned out to he no lady, who deserted her 
here, and ran oil with some officer. The 
poor girl is struggling to earn enough to 
pay he* way home, hut she does not con- 
fide hei troubles to every American she 
sees. She has however, education, and 
can find something to do, while the one 
first mentioned luih not such resources, 
having been employed in some capacity in 
some New York store.

Stephen, the proto-martyr, as the most 
notable one in tin; city as the first. Happi- 
ly some one has done much of the work 
forme. It is culled the centre of theeity. 
All streets are supposed t" diverge from it. 
-o tiiat in numbering the buildings on any 
street, the numbers begin at the end near- 
est this church, the even numbers outlie 
l ight and the odd on the left This cathe- 
dral church is tiic most prominent mark of 
Viemiu, and one of tin* most magnificent 
structures. Its tower Is -J.v; feet high. Its 
architecture is mainly Gothic, hut partly 
Romuiiesque, as on the western front, 
w here ai<- some remainders of the purochi- 
al church, which wus burned in 125», und 
rebuilt in Romanesque style. The present 
buildiug was completed in but begun 

iu i um>— D ie work hitching along mean- 
time— now a choir coming along, and then 
u nave and tow er, and then vaulting, then 
nothing tor a v\ bile. Rut all the parts 
.-aiue Ami here lit 1 \ f ruined and joined to- 
gether, compact with w hut every purt sup- 
plies. Some descent of architectural 
mantle from generation to generation, us 
builder after builder went up to the house 
not made with hands. The mantle rested 
last upon the shoulders of Raroo Schmidt, 
who departed iu 1891. For restorations 
mid reconstructions have been required in 
these later days. The church is about d»in 
feet long and about '.to in width. The form 
is thut of tlie Latin cross. The walls are 
of stone and the roof is covered with 
colored glazed tiles. 

On the west front ie t lie “Giant Gate," on 
to tlie right und left of which are towers 
called “Heathen Towers, ” each over 200 
feet in height. There are s -veral other 
gates and entrances to the towers ami the 
church. Within these are tlnee naves, one 
central, und two lesser lateral ones. The 
high altar is of polished black marble, aud 
it hus an altar-piece representing the 
-louiug of Stephen. The choir also divid- 
ed into one central and two luleral ones, 
contains richly curved stulls, dating from 
the loth century, iu this church are buried 
the imperial intestines, the imperial bodies 
going to rest iu the ('apuciue sepulcher, 

Life the imperial hearts find repose in the 


elmpol of St. Austin's Parochial church. 
Tin* sarcophagus of Frederic 111. died H!W, 
made of red and white marble, Is in one 
choir; in the women’s choir are the monu- 
ments of Duke Albert 111, died 1395, and 
his wife. 

The painted glass windows, very beaut i- | 
ful. are modern, with two exceptions. 
The happily frustrated assault on the Em- 
peror in 1853 is commemorated by a Gothic I 
altar in Barbara elmpol. The funeral 
monument of Prince Eugene of Sovoy is iu 
another elmpel. 

Above the Great Gate is the music choir 
with the large organ built in 1?20. In the 
tower are live bells, the largest one of ! 
which weighs 4000 lbs. and was cast in i 
1711. 

Under the cathedral are catacombs, ! 
skeleton cellars. These extend out under j 
neighboring streets and houses. 

Not only the cathedral bears the name of ' 
St. Stephen, and claims his protection, but 
the Platz in which it stands, u seat of 
most lively traffic. The saint is also in- 
voked as the presiding genius in u restau- 
rant called “St. Stephen's Cellars.’' 

My notice of other churches must he 
briefer. The "Votive Church’’ is the 
most beautiful 1 have seen in the city. It 
stands outside the Ring street, but fronts it. 

It is not in the centre of the roar of traffic, 
nor is it hugged close by lofty buildings. 
The ill-fnted -Maximilian, who sat in 
Mexico on the points of bayonets, aud was 
shot to death there, suggested the building 
of this church as a votive offering of grati- 
tude for the emperor’s escape from the as- 
sault upon his life in 1753. Maximilian's 
name is given to the Platz iu front. 

The style is the purest Gothic. The two 
beautiful, exquisite towers are U5 meters iu 
height. The church was begun in 1850, 
and finished in 1879. and dedicated the day 
of the emperor’s silver wedding, April 24, 
1871*. 

The work within is in keeping with the 
rich adornment of the exterior— the win- 
dows, the altar, th e chapels, the choir, the 
statues, everything. The building is iv» by 
30 meters. 

2. The Kurlskirche, in the 4th District, 
was built by Emperor Charles VI, in honor 
of St. Charles Borromeus, in fulfilment of 
a vow made on the occasion of the plague. 

It is in baroque style, and maintains a 
noble appearance. It has an imposing 
oval cupola, resting on <; Corinthian 
columns. The most striking feature is 
found in the two Doric pillars which stand 
in front one on each side of tlie portico. 
They are high and large, and show in re- 
lief on ascending spirals, scenes in the life 
of St. Borromeus. 

3. The church of St. John of Xepomuk 
1 must mention not because of the church 
so much as on account of tlie saint himself, 
who is tlie patron saint of Bohemia: con- 
cerning his life and death, we have chiefly 
oral traditions, which says lie was born 
about 1330 in the small Bohemian city of 
Xepomuk, was educated in tlie University 
of Prague ; that he preached in the Toin 
church in Prague; was advanced to a posi- 
tion of honor under King Wenzel IV, and 
became father confessor of tjueen Johanna. 
Then because he persistently refused to 
reveal secrets confided to him by the 
Queen at the confessional, in spite of tlie 
king’s repeated threats, he was, on tlie 
evening before Ascension day in 1383, 
thrown from the bridge into the Moldare. 
A pretty legend. 

All that history knows is one John of 
Neponack (Pomuk properly) who in 1393 
(not 1383) was drowned at the command of 
King Wenzel, because of differences of 
opinion in matters of church polity. He 
was canonized by Pope Benedict XIII in 
1729. Long before that the people revered 
him as protector against calumny and 
suspicion, and because he found his death 
in the flood, he is regarded as protector 
against scarcity of water. His memorial 
day. May 10, is still observed in Bohemia 
as a church and people's festival. 

f. The Augustin church should be visit- 
ed to see the most beautiful piece of sculp- 
ture in Vienna— the tomb of Archduchess 
Maria Christina, who died 1798. It is a 
masterpiece of < uuvoa’s, in marble. It is a 
pyramid almost 9 meters high and covered 
with noble sculptures. Christina was a 
danghtai «>f Marie Theresa, empress. 

5. St. Michael's church is one of tlie old- 
est in the city, us it dates from 1220; it was 
restored in 1890. It is rich in sepulchers, 
among them that of Metastosion, court poet 
of Charles VI. Its architectural style is a 
I mixture of tlie Gothic and Romanesque. 

! On tlie southside, exterior, isu polychrome 
relief representation of the Mount of 
'Olives. If you are near, go and see it. 
There arc 34 others, and more too, maybe,

Behind the altar are 
two small chapels, and under the tower are 
two more. ’Iiie interior, to give a rude 
figure of it, is us if upon a large dry goods 
box were placed a deep shoe box across 
lengthwise. 78 statues of saints adorn the 
exterior, placed around the two portions, 
represented by the two boxes. The church 
attracts notice and grows more interesting 
the more it is studied. 

2. The Frauenkirche mentioned above. 
It attracts by its form and by its bomb- 
proof dome. It was built between 1720 and 
1745, of pure free-stone, and it successfully 
resisted the Prussian bombardment of 17(50. 
There is a fine organ of 44 register and 2M7 
pipes. It was the original plan to set an 
obelisk on the might) cupola, hut it was 
never done. 

3. Church of St. Sophia* evangelical. It 
arose in 1.351 in the place of the Barefoot 
cloister chapel. In 1539 it was given over 
to the evangelical service, was renewed in 
im»2 by Electoral Princess Sophia, widow 
of Christian I. 

4. The Anne church, named for "Moth- 
er” Anne (died 1585 1 , w hose statue stands 
behind the church. 

.** and fi. The English aud the Scotch 
churches, ami many others less worthy of 
mention. No, I must add the Russian 
church and the Jew ish synagogue und the 
American (Episcopalian) church of St. 
John. 

So much, as Herodotus would say, per- 
haps, for churches in Dresden. 


Something tells me I ought to speak re- 
spectfully of tlie Austrian powers that be, 
and to such manner of speech I am well in- 
clined, for I am quite sure that tlie Emper- 
or is a good man, who loves his subjects as 
much as ail emueror can. I believe he 
bears upon his heart a great burden of 
care for his people. He lias certainly tried 
to make life pleasant for the Viennese. He 
lias given them pleasure gardens and tlie 
“Prater" is at their service. The Prater is 
ail Imperial park, of nearly 5000 acres, lying 
between the Danube ("regulated") ami tho 
Danube canal. It is tho property of the 
Emperor. It wus formerly reserved for 
hunting purposes. The last stags were 
shot in 1809, and all game was killed off to 
prevent damage to woods and lawns. 

The Prater is now the favorite prome- 
nade. The part lying south of the princi- 
pal alley is covered with numerous little 
Inns, circuses, curiosity shops and a sum- 
mer theatre. Afoot or on horseback, or on 
wheels one may wander there for hours 
and be happy, thanks to the Emperor. 

The present Emperor, I am told, for I 
have had no opportunity to confer with 
him upon the subject, bus very much at 
heart tlie purity— the well being of the 
German language. For instance, I have 
heard in other German speaking provinces 
and kingdoms, the word “billet (pron. bil 
yet) used by purchasers of tickets for tho 
theatre, or the cars, and by conductors. 
But here in Austria ticket-sellers and con- 
ductors are forbidden to use the word, but 
some compound of German primitives 
must be spoken und written instead. 
For the cars say Fahrkarte. Bo in 
other matters. Students tell me they must 
say sauerstoff instead of acid. Very good. 
The English Menagerie, into which have 
crept or come running ull manner of two- 
footed or four-footed or polypod creatures 
from all quarters of the globe, and some 
other factious of it, must not serve the 
Austrian German as a model. The present 
stock must be maintained in its present 
purity by careful breeding. Yet the people 
say acid and billet, and so on, ami the 
world still spins its cold course, upsetting 
and setting up, at its w ill, in languages and 
dynasties. 

1 have tried to inform myself in a matter 
probably well known to you, the sources of 
Austria’s revenue. They are several, and I 
will here mention some of them : 1, direct 
tax ; 2, a bread tax, l should call it (a tax 
on consumption), hotels, pensions, restau- 
rants, and tlie like, must be licensed; 3, the 
salt monopoly; 4, the tobacco monopoly. 
Every cigar shop is uiyler government in- 
spection, and is a sub-post office for the 
sale of stamps. 5, stamps on all manner of 
things;fi, duties. Not airee-trnJYe country, 
a “rani avis” on the continent; 7, post 
offices and telegraph offices, aud I think of 
nothing more just now. In these ways 
several hundreds of millions of llorins are 
nicked up every year for the needy mem- 
bers of the Imperial household, and for a 
large hungry army, and public improve- 
ments. including new’ palaces. 

Preparations for Christmas go on apace 
as the 251 h draws near. Forests of ever- 
greens, some already decorated and some 
bare of all ornament except verdure, were 
ou the sidewalks, on delivery wagons, in 
fruit markets and other open air places of 
sale. Trinkets innumerable glitter in shop 
windows; costlier presents invite purchas- 
ers. Children are out with their parents 
enjoying the sights, and hungering for well- 
led stockings, patient apparently, and 
happy. At their age I knew nothing of 
Christmas, yet I was happy. St. Nicholas, 
good old soul, had not found his way to the 
chimneys of our rural home, nor w as even 
his name known to our ears. But he made 
his way to the Androscoggin valley at last, 
and now he never misses it, or the homes 
of those who have gone thence to tho ends 
of the earth. Hurrah for Santa Chius!

JAMES AIIMITAOE KILLED IN THE II. A A. 
EXCAVATION AT WEST NEWTON- 
TWELFTH VICTIM SINCE WORK OF DE- 
PRESSION BEGAN. 


Another was added Saturday afternoon, 
to the long list of fatalities in the Boston 
& Albany exeavution since tho work of de- 
pressing the tracks was begun. 

The twelfth victim w as James Armitago, 
who met his fate in the cut between Put- 
nam and Highland streets at West Xew- 
ton, about 4.15 o’clock. He was standing 
on the temporary track in the excavation 
when he was struck by gravel engine HXi, 
in charge of Engineer L. B, Sanborn and 
Fireman Barnes. He was horribly mu- 
tilated and death must have been in- 
stantaneous. Tho trainmen are unable to 
account for the accident. They say that 
tho man suddenly appeared on the track, 
only a few yards from the engine, when it 
was too late to stop the train. 

The body was picked up by the trainmen 
and carried to the West Newton station. 
The remains were viewed by Medical Ex- 
aminer Meade of Watertown. No one 
recognized tlie body as that of James Armi- 
tage, until Monday morning, and it was 
removed to the hospital morgue. The de- 
lay in discovering the identity of the man 
is remarkable, inasmuch as a score or more 
of personal friends viewed tlie body with- 
in a few’ hours of tlie accident. 

Monday morning the remains w’ere posi- 
tively identified by Daniel Murphy, a 
former fellow-workman at Cate's stable, as 
those of J tunes Arm itage. The latter had 
been missing from his home since Satur- 
day afternoon, and it did not occur to his 
friends tiiat he might have met his deatli 
in a spot so familiar to him. 

He was about 24 years old, unmarried, 
and a very popular West Newton young 
mail. He w as born in that place and edu- 
cated in the public schools. He was fora 
number of years in the employ of S. F. 
Cate, and at the time of his death was em- 
ployed by W. II. Mague. His home was 
on Chestnut street where ho resided with 
his parents ami brothers and sisters. 

Funeral services were held Tuesday 
morning ut 10 o’clock at St. Bernard’s 
church, and were largely attended by the 
friends aud associates of Mr. Armitage. 
The requiem mass was celebrated by Rev. 
C. J. Gulligati, aud the interment was in 
the Walt bam cemetery.

Some Important Testimony. 

[Springfield Republican.] 

Col. A. B. Farquhar, manufacturer of 
agricultural implements ut York, Pa., has 
sent a letter to tho tariff rippers at Wash- 
ington, which, it is safe to say, they 
will not have published. He speaks of his 
own large export trade in steel plows, and 
wants to know how it is possible, on the 
hlgh-taril! theory, for him to sell at a profit 
against English plows iu neutral markets 
and pay higher wages for labor, lie ex* 
plains : 

Since our business affords enough profit 
to justify continuance in it, and the profits 
of our English rivals are not inordinate, the 
only possible conclusion is thut there is 
less labor cost in our plows than in theirs. 
This fad of cheaper labor, which is demon- 
strated by act uul observation in my busi- 
ness, supported by similar observation in 
many other businesses enjoying like ad- 
vantage of more efficient machinery ami 
I superintendence, must necessarily apply to 
I all labor employed on exportable products, 
j Work on merchandise for * xnort, as 1 have 
already said, is especially highly paid, by 
j the day ; and it i» exactly this high paid 
labor thut is really the cheapest labor. 
What is called "pauper” labor— that kind 
that is ill-compensated - is practically a 
very dear kind. Every sagacious manufac- 
turer having u piece of work which brings 
him particularly low profit, on which econ- 
omy in every kind ot cost is particularly 
necessary, puts his best paid workmen on 
just that piece; if he dreams of sparing 
labor cost by doiiu otherwise he simply 
converts his margin of profit into a net 
loss. 

The Wilson law swept all duties on agri- 
cultural implements, and Col. Farquhar de- 
clares that il In* could not keep on his feet 
under these conditions he should conclude 
that he was not fitted to conduct that busi- 
ness. Our largely increasing exports of 
manufactures, he reminds the committee, 
show what wo might do under a more cx- 
i tended free list of raw materials.

Something About General Sheridan’s Fa- 
il, ms Black Warliorsc. 

In January, IS70, General Sheridan sent 
the followii'g letter to a friend: 

“In regard to the black horse, I am glad 
to state that he is still living and is now in 
my stable. He has been a pensioner for 
the past eight years, never ix'ing used snvo 
in tlie way of necessary exercise. Ho is of 
Black Hawk stock, was foaled at or near 
Grand Rapids, and was brought into 
the army by ono of the officers of the 
Second Michigan cavalry, of which regi- 
ment I was the colonel in 18(13. Early in 
the spring of that year, while tho regiment 
was stationed at ltienzi, Miss., this horse 
was presented to me by the officers of tho 
regiment, nnd at that time was rising 3 
years old. Consequently he must bo near- 
ly 19 years old now. lie is over 17 lmmls 
in height, .poworfuly built, with a deep 
chest, strong shoulders, has a broad fore- 
head, a clear eye and is an animal of great 
Intelligence. In his prime he was one of 
the strongest horses 1 have ever known, 
very active anil the fastest walker in the 
army, so far as my experience goes. 

“1 rode him constantly from 1802 to tho 
close of the war in all the actions and in 
all the raids as well as campaigns in which 
I took part. He was never ill, and ins stay- 
ing iiowers were superb. At present, he is 
a little rheumatic, fat and lazy, but lie lias 
fairly earned his rest, and so long as I live 
he will be well taken care of.” 

In October, 1878, the famous horse died, 
and Sheridan then made a slight addition 
to Winchester’s biography, saying: “Hcal- 
ways held his head high and by the quick- 
ness of his movements gave many persons 
the Impression that he was exceedingly 
impetuous. This was not the case, for I 
could at anytime control him by a firm 
hand and a few words, and he was as cool 
and quiet tinder lire as one of my old sol- 
diers. 1 dot: >t if his superior as a horse 
for field perv ieo was ever ridden by any 
one. ’ ’ 

Herman ffelvllle, Buchanan Read and 
many other writers have made this liorso 
the subject o poems, and several sculptors 
and painters nave delineated him in mar- 
ble ami on canvas.

I could hear the glass rattling 
like hail in the burning cabin, where tho 
flames roared like a tornado. I jumped 
ashore from the pilothouse — a hard spring 
It was. 1 struck partly in the water nml 
partly on shore. All 4 he passengers who 
ever got ashore did so at the instant tho 
steamer struck the bank. Yes,” he adds 
in a tragic voice, “if I had believed that 
Captain Cummings set tho boat on fire, I 
' ,*ould have taken his life that night. If 
you,” addressing Mr. Shtnbcrry, who 
stands erect and alert, the very Bayard of 
the bar, “had scon the misery, the suffer- 
ing. that night on board the Mnrtlm Wash- 
ington you would not blame me.

No enter animal I found in tho west 
than the coyote. T he coyote in to the 
plainsman what ft lox Is to nn eastern 
farmer, only the coyote L more In evidence. 
Forest ami Stream tolls about, a dog that 
had Hr principal sport honing and other- 
wise worrying coyotes and was led into 
ambush by one coyote and then set ujk>ti 
by several others of the prairie wolves and 
nlmost done to death. 

"Alxait 51 o’clock one night,” the pn^ior 
Rays, “oneof the coyotes came to the kitch- 
en door and howled nggrnvatlngly at tin 
dog, which thereupon set after tho coyote 
full tilt. Tho coyote lied around the house, 
down to the corral and around tin; black- 
smith shanty, the dog yelping after. Bo 
hind the shanty were other coyotes, six op 
seven of them, and aU of them mndofoi 
the dog in a way that made it feel lonely. 
The ranchman heard (lie fight and tho 
dog’s howls of pain, ami grasping a rifle 
started that way on tho run, yelling as he 
went. The coyotes each look a farewell 
nip and fled, leaving a sore dog behind. 
Since then the dog lias not been so much 
interested as on former occasions in coy- 
otefi. It follows single coyotes vigorously, 
but tho appearance of another sends It 
back us fast as It can run.” 

The coyote likes badger flesh very much, 
but one coyote is not equal to a badger in 
a fight. Consequently the coyote, when 
it meets a badger, has to resort to strata- 
gem till aid arrives. The manner in which 
It docs this, according to the sportsman's 
paiwr, is interesting. 

"A few weeks ago,” the writer says, 
“ns 1 was riding along I saw a coyote and 
a badger. The coyote seemed to ho play- 
ing with tho badger. lie would prance 
around it, first as if to bite it, then run off 
a little way, the Ixulgor following, evident- 
ly very angry.

The Election of Judges. 

Ex-Pr. i.lcnt Harrison writes of "Thn 
Judicial Dei wrtincnt of the Government” 
in The La dibs’’ Homo Journal, and says 
with reference to the general mode of se- 
lecting judges in tho majority of states: 
"There has been much discussion as to tho 
proper tenure for the judicial office, and 
the tendency, ns expressed in the later 
state constitutions, 1ms lieen in favor of 
limited terms. The earlier state constitu- 
tions gave the appointment of the judges 
to the governor or the legislature, but 
along with the' demand for limited terms 
for the judges came another for their elec- 
tion by the ]>eople, and in a majority of 
the states they are now nominated in tlio 
party c inventions aiul elected by popular 
vote, just as a governor or sheriff is chosen. 
I do not think that cillu r of these changes 
is u reform. Limited terms, if they are 
long, muy be supported by many consider- 
ations. Bn; short terms, combined with 
popular elections, have not in my opinion 
secured as high a judicial standard as pre- 
vailed before. A judge who must go at 
short intervals before a political conven- 
tion for u nomination and before the peo- 
ple for «n election cannot have the same 
sense of inch • etidcnco and security that he 
would have ii his term were long or during 
good behavior. Tho judicial office should 
lx? so organized that men of the Iw^st abili 
tics ami attainments would (’liter it as a 
career and gi\e their lives ami their ambi- 
tions wholly to it.”

CHAPEL REMODELED. 


PRKS. AT.YAll 1IOVF.Y, RRV. HENRY M. 
KINO AN1> OTHERS MARK ADDRESSES. 


The remodeled chapel of the Newton 
’rheological Institution at Newton Centre 
was rededieated Wednesday afternoon 
with appropriate services. 

The exercises were held in the chapel, 
and were largely attended by the students 
ami alumni of tiie institution, and by a 
largo number of prominent Baptist clergy- 
men of Boston and neighboring plnces. 

The chancel was elaborately decorated 
with orchids and white chrysanthemums. 

After prayer by the president of the in- 
stitution, Rev. Dr. Alvah Hovey, Mr. 
.Stephen Greeen of Newton Centre, chair- 
man of the building committee, presented 
the report of that committee, and formally 
turned the building over to the trustees. 
The building was received in behalf of the 
trustees by Hon. William A. Munroe, their 
president. Brief addresses were made by 
Rev. Alvah Ilovey and Rev.Henry A. King. 
A poem, written for the occasion by Him. 
Henry S. Washburn, was road by the 
author. Students sang a hymn wiitten by 
Prof. James D. Knowles, and sung at the 
first dedication of the building. The ser- 
vices closed with the dedicatory prayer by 
Rev. Bemjamin A. Greene. 

After the exercises the chapel was in- 
spected by the guests and students. 

The remodeled chapel is part of the Col- 
by hall, and was used for tlte library of tlte 
institute before tlte erection of tlte new 
library building a year ago made it possible 
to utilize it for a clmpel. 

it lias been remodeled to conform in 
architectural details with Colby hall, and 
the building is now one of tlte handsomest 
connected with the theological school. 

The changes were made under the direc- 
tion of Kendall & Stevens of Boston, and 
cost about $7500, exclusive of tlte memorial 
windows, which were contributed by pri- 
vate individuals, classes and societies. 

The principal changes were the removal 
of the old mansard roof, the cutting down 
of the walls, the enlargement of the old- 
fashioned windows and covering the build- 
ing with an open timbered gothic rooT. 

The design of the remodeled building is 
cruciform, and the interior is finished in 
quartered oak, while the exposed rafters 
are of cedar. 

The interior arrangements give space in 
each transept for three large memorial 
windows. There are stalls on the pulpit 
platform tor nine professors, and the seat- 
ing capacity of the building is about 200. 

The memorial windows are the gifts of 
the friends *of Prof. Oakman S. Stearns, 
Drs. S. L. Caldwell. Ilemau Lincoln, Ar- 
nold Train, A. S. Train and Prof. James 
I). Knowles, all of whom were formerly 
connected with the institution. 

The changes were made under the direc- 
tion of a building committee made up of 
the trustees, |Stephen Green, Rev. George 
E. Merrill and A. S. Hibbard of Boston.

HOLIDAYS THE WORLD OVER. 

In l.nt In- Atnrrlrnn Cornitrlea the l’eopio 
Work Only '((HI liny* In tl,c Year. 

A computation made n short time ago 
showed that among European countries 
the two in which wages were highest and 
the hours of lalnir least were England and 
France, whereas the two countries in 
Which wages were smallest and the hours 
of lnlior longest were Italy and Russia. In 
dome countries of the world an explana- 
tion of tho apparent, dearth of progressive 
Industry among the inhabitants is to bo 
found perhaps in tho recurrence of holi- 
days of a religious, patriotic or purely so- 
cial character, and many persons who arc 
familiar with tho industrial usages In 
some cities of South and Central America 
say that there the number of holidays 
seem to exceed the number of working 
days. There are in such countries usually 
not fewer than a dozen church festivals, 
ami then' on* bosides patriotic festivals. 

A similar state of affairs exists in nil 
Irtitin countries and is to lie found in the 
United States, too, when one turns to tho 
legal festivals of Ijouisiana. There is tho 
holiday of Jan. 8, commemorating tho 
battle of New Orleans; the Mardi Gras on 
March 2, in New Orleans; Confederate 
Memorial day in April, Good Friday, All 
Saints’ day. Election day, Louisiana La- 
bor day, on Nov. 26, and Thanksgiving and ! 
Christmas days. Florida celebrates tho 
birthday of Jefferson Davis, Texas tho 
anniversary of the battle of San Jacinto 
and Alnlmmn tho day of Mardi Gras. De- ! 
ducting the Sundays and holidays, tho 
number of working days in the United 
States, exclusive of the gulf states, is 806. 
In Russia there arc 207 working days; 
Gront Britain has 278; Portugal, 288; 
Spain, 200; Austria, 202; Italy, 208; Bn- , 
varia, Belgium and Brazil, 800 each; Den- . 
mark, France, Norway, Saxony, Switzer- 
land and Wurttembcrg, 802 each; Sweden, 
804; Prussia and Ireland, 806; tlio Nether- 
lands. 808; Hungary, 812. 

It has been found impossible to get nny 
accurate figures from the South American 
count ries, but 200 is the maximum esti- 
mate of actual working days in many of 
them. Of course, if the number of Sun- 
days lio subtracted from tho total number 
of days in a year there are left 818, and if 
one-third of the other days available for 
work are set apart for holiday purposes it 
is perfectly clear why there should not bo 
more than 2(H) working days in a year. Tn 
Anglo-Saxon countries and in the United 
Suites tho special effort of workingmen has 
bet'll not to reduce Hie days of labor, but 
the hours of labor in each day, and thus 
there lias been within the last 20 years a 
larger reduction, really, fU working timo 
in the United States and in Great Britain 
than in t he Latin or ijitln -American coun- 
tries. — New York Sun. 


HIS SCHEME WORKED.

The names mushroom or toad- 
stool are w ords meaning the same thing, 
although the public generally think mush- 
room refers to the edible, and toadstool to 
the poisonous variety. This is an error. 

! The poisonous are nearly all in one group, 

1 uud are easily distinguished, after once 
learned. Nearly all others are more or less 
edible. By the aid of the stereopticon Mr. 
Bates illustrated the more oomuion forms 
i of mushrooms, and pointed out the edible 
from the poisonous. The pictures were 
very line, uud with the explanations given, 
it seemed an easy thing for any oue to be 
able to distiuguioll those that we may eat, 
from those we hud better let alone. All 

non .poisonous mushrooms are not equally 
licit in tluvor. Some are almost tasteless; 
some are like varieties of meats ; some have 
, the flavor of chestnuts, etc. Those gener- 
ally eaten are u few varieties, well kuowu, 

I readily found in fields, woods, and pastures, 
aud requiring ouly ordinary skill in cook- 
ing. Sometime the coming summer, when 
j this society lias one of its “Field Days,” 
Mr. Bates will go as leader and teacher, 


and instruct where and how to collect, and 
perhaps < ?i will display his skill in cooking 
the mushrooms on the spot.

Feb. 17, 1807. 

Twice w ithin a week there has been a 
notable gathering of Newton people at the 
.State House. One was on Friday last, 
when the matter of open spaces along the 
Charles river was heard by the committee 
on metropolitan affairs, and the other was 
on Monday of this week, when three of the 
five committees in session had advertised 
Newton hearings. One of these was the 
charter, and Mayor Cobh and City Solici- 
tor Slocum were present. It was noticed 
however, that the opponents of the measure 
were not very conspicuous, and as it was 
assumed that perhaps the remonstrants 
had not had adequate notice, the committee 
on cities consented to a postponement 
until the 26th, at 10 o'clock. 

The mayor and solicitor went Into the 
hearing by the committee on manufactures 
of Newton’s petition for the right to manu- 
facture and sell gas and electricity. Mayor 
Cobb stated the situation, ami gave the 
committee to understand that the city felt 
it would be in a lietter situation to renew 
its contract with the Newton & Water- 
town company, if it had the right to supply 
itself. Mr. Slocum also spoke and then 
Mr. Goodrich spoke in opposition. He 
was followed by Everett W. Burdett, who 
represents the great electric lighting inter- 
ests of the state, and the latter was so ef- 
fective in his argument that there was no 
cause for the granting of the petition, no 
grievance having been shown, that the 
committee promptly reported leave to with- 
draw. A few years hence, if Newton real, 
ly desires a municipal plant, she will have 
learned a point by this hearing. It is of 
very little use for a municipality to come 
into the legislature and ask legislation 
which is not meant to be a bona fide move- 
ment, but simply to furnish a lever to 
dicker with. Mr. Whitney may ask for 
elaborate legislation of a revolutionary 
nature and carry his point when he has se- 
cured control of the Boston gas companies, 
for he means a big corporation, but whan 
a bigger corporation, in the form of a 
municipality comes along, and sets its in- 
terests against those of a private corpora- 
tion. the case is different. Now, don’t say 
that 1 am attacking corporations, or that I 
am insinuating that the general court is the 
tool of corporations. It is simply the feel- 
ing on the part of the average legislator 
that a corporation represents vested rights, 
with which he has no cause to interfere 
unless a very potent reason is shown. 

As to the' Charles River matter, it is yet 
; too early to say just what the committee 
on metropolitan affairs will do, but it is 
probably a safe prophecy that it will not 
recomment a special appropriation on the 
basis of the bill asked by the Garden City 
Improvement Association. On the other 
hand, it is very safe to predict that it will 
report a '.urge stun, t«> be raised by a loan, 
for the purpose ol carrying on the work of 
the metropolitan park commission, and 
that a very large portion of this will be 
appropriated bv the commission to the 
work of developing the parks along the 
Charles river. There seems to be a feeling 
on the part of the members of the commit- 
tee that it was better to give the commis- 
sion a lump sum, as is done with the high- 
way commission, than to hamper it with 
special appropriations. 

T he other Monday hearing, on Greater 
Boston, or as it is tanned, the Metropolitan 
county scheme, was addressed by the com- 
missioners, whose terms of office long since 
expired, and by Alden Speare, J. R. Lee- 
son, and others. The hearing was con- 
tinued to Mar. s, in order to hear the re- 
monstrants. Ferhaps it is unnecessary to 
sty that the Boston county scheme is the 
saine a> dead for this year, no matter how 
many friends it may have m the abstract. 
The reason is not entirely because it breaks 
up the present county lines so badly, but 
largely because, while the commission 
made a very good study of metropolitan 
conditions at home and abroad, and pre- 
sented a very excellent report, the bill 
which accompanied it fails very e& -ent tally 
in being simply a scheme tm the submis- 
sion to the people of the question of 
whether they would like to l>e incorporated 
in a new county, and leaves the voter in 
doubt as to the form of county government 
to be adopted, ami so makes its failure ut 
the polls a foregone conclusion. Mr. Rice 
and Mr. Howes are estimable geutletnen, 
but the solid sensible taxpayers *f Boston, 
and I’.he suburb <, want t" v te n mhiid- 
thing more than a sentiment, or even on 
tit** laudable ambition to mak** Boston as 
big as they can. And when it comes to 
the average voter, who is not a taxpayer, 
especially itt Boston, he probably wants to 
know whether it is to sitoil the machine— 
politically— or whether he is to be placed 
In a position where political advancement 
is more probable. The bill is no answer to 
these questions. If Mr Howes is wise, he 
will have the matter referred to the next 
general court once more, and in the inter- 
val, devise a full system «d government for 
the proposed count} of Bostau l do not 
say that this would insure the consolida- 
tion of the metropolitan district, but I do 
think it w ould make it more probable. 

Mr. Rickard finds hituselt tu the place, 
which is reached by all legislators who are 
faithful committeemen, at some time or 
other. A day or two since 1 tried to but- 
tonhole him in the interest of tins column, 
and found that Congressman-elect Barrows 
has got ahead of me. He was demanding, 
w ith some show <J authority. Boston phil- 
anthropists arc always imperative, why he 
had Noted leave to withdraw on the sub- 
ject of a separation of the Boston institu- 
tions. Mr. Pickard was of course very 
williug to >u\ that he fully believed in the 
separation of the children from older 
puupeis and from the > rimitial and the in- 
sane. but lie also said lie believed it wrong 
t.) pursue an undecided policy in regard to 
these matters ; a year or tw o ago there were 
t lir t*e public institution commissioners in 
Boston, now there is only one. and the 
proposition is to increase tin- number again. 
As there U a coutmlsslou ou charities and 
correction now study iug the w hole subject, 
he believed it betler to w ait, and lay the 
whole bill ou the tuble in the committee. 
The Boston men objected to doing this, 
and then lie voted leave to withdraw, 
rather than to endorse a system that lie 
thought would be likely to be criticised by 
the forthcoming report. When the bill 
reached the house it was tabled as lie had 
hoped to have seen it in .tin

LIVELY HF.GFLAH MEETING OF 111 i: HO V 1<I> 
OF ALDERMEN MONDAY KY KXI NO— NEW- 
TON HOSPlTAl. ASKS FOll THE KXTKA

WAY LOCATION AT .U'llU ItNDAl.E — 
OTHEll BUSINESS. 


Monday evening’s session of the board 
of aldermen, was by far the liveliest this 
year. In addition to considerable routine 
business there was a hearing on the peti- 
tion of the Newton Street Railway for a 
location at Auhurndale. It lasted about 
40 minutes, and seemed hut a rehearsal of 
the previous hearings on the same peti- 
tion. 

At 8.05 o’clock, Mayor Cobb called the 
board to order, with Aldermen Roberts, 
Knowlton, White, Bnily and Hobart 
present. 

Hearings were opened on the telephone 
company’s petition for a location on 
Church and Richardson streets, on institu- 
tion avenue nnd Chase street, and on 
Tremont and Park streets. As no one ap- 
peared on either side, the hearings were 
closed. 

Elliot J. Hyde and E. G. Clough were 
appointed auctioneers. 

J. W. Sweet’s license as weigher of coal 
was granted without reference to the 
license committee. 

The reports of the following city otlicers 
were received and accepted without a read- 
ing: City marshall, water board superin- 
tendent, superintendent of streets, milk 
inspector, city engineer, Newton Free 
Library trustees, tire department chief, and 
city clerk. 

A communication was received from the 
Newton Land and Improvement company, 
containing a proposition ottering to give to 
the city Bulloughs pond and $5uoo addition- 
al for the improvement of the same. The 
offer w as open until March 15th. The city 
is allowed two years to complete the im- 
provement. It was signed bv Jona- 
than T. Lane and Capt. Weeks acting for 
the Land and Improvement company. 

On motion of Alderman White the com- 
munication was referred to the highway 
committee. 

The following communication was re- 
ceived from Hon. J. It. Leeson in behalf of 
the Newton hospital trustees. 

To His Honor the Mayor and City Council 

of Newton:— 

We hereby acknowledge the receipt of 
order 203(18, providing for a contract with 
tile Newton Hospital, which was duly re- 
ceived by the president of our corporation 
and referred to this committee for their 
consideration. 

On examining the contract we find that 
it is not in accordance with the one already 
drawn by the solicitor, and agreed to by 
tlie finance committee of the previous city 
government, and which also was in accord- 
ance with the amended contract of isirj, 
and of all subsequent contracts, inasmuch 
as it does not provide for the payment to 
the hospital of the amount received by the 
city from the State and other cities and 
towns, for tlie cure and treatment of 
patients who have no settlements in our 
own city. 

Under these circumstances, we are con- 
strained to state most respectfully, that we 
cannot recommend to the trustees of the 
Hospital the approval of such a contract, 
and for the following reasons: We find 
upon examination, in tlie conducting of the 
affairs of our Hospital during the past year 
tlie expense of operating the contagious 
wards alone, was $5,16d.(3<>, and that the 
expense for the care and treatment of 
state, and other eit> and town patients not 
having settlement in Newton, was 80,507.80. 
The probabilities are, that these expenses 
will he material!) increased during tlie 
next few years, and in the event of an epi- 
demic, the expense of carrying on tin* con- 
tagious wards alone would lie very largely 
increased. 

Hut even if tills expense was not iu- 
i Tensed, such a contra t as is now proposed 
would leave no provision whatever for tlie 
care of the sick of our own city, in tlie 
hospital proper. 

As is w ell know n the Newton Hospital 
I- purely u benevolent institution. The 
M-r. ice> of its eminent medical st alt, the 
treasurer, superintendent, and all its 
trustees, are contributed gratuitously. 
The high character of tlie work which it 
lias performed for many years, the superior 
facilities of which it is possessed, and the 
satisfactory results of its operations have 
commended it to be worthy of such liberal 
support as has come to it, not only from 
our own city government, but also quite 
largely iro.ii individual donors, and the 
membership of our churches. 

The continuous increase in tlie number 
of rases seeking treatment, and the conse- 
quent overcrowding of tlie various wards 
at times makes it imperative t hat in the 
very near future additional facilities should 
be provide I, and which will necessarily 
call for an increasing cost of umiiitcuau .*«•. 
Tin* funds for such increase of facilities 
will come from those who are glad to con- 
tribute from their means towards such u 
noble and philanthropic work, and its 
maintenance imi,4 rest largely upon those 
w lio are its beneficiaries. 

Under the circumstances we arc con- 
strained to say that the proposition to re- 
duce il, 1 . venue- mi mu Hospital at the 
present time, a^ contemplated in tlie con- 
tract, w ould necessitate in many respects, 
a curtailment of the work which this insti- 
tution is now engaged in, and to which we 
cannot teel that public sentiment would 
give its approval. 

We certainly trust that after a careful 
consideration ol all the facts, of the charac- 
ter of previous contracts, and of other 
work which this i lint it ution is now render- 
ing our community, that your honorable 
body will be disposed to authorize the con- 
tinuance of as liberal provisions, at least, 
a> were provided in the contract of the 
previous year.

We get around as best we 
can and give them $10, Quo. Now they 
stand on their dignity and refuse it. It 
may be called courage but 1 call it gall. 
Speaking of other cities in regard to their 
hospitals 1 was speaking to a member of 
tlie Somerville hoard of aldermen, the 
other day, and inquired how much the 
Somerville hospital received from the city. 
He replied, “Not a cent, they have to de- 
pend wholly on .subscriptions." For our 
own hospital every one has to go into their 
pocket. 1 am always glad to contribute, 
when we give them 810,000 and they re- 
fuse to take it, the members ot this board 
must be made ui> different from me or 
they’ll be sorry they said that. In times 
like these they should be w illing to take 
the Sto.oon instead of refusing it because 
we do not give S.tooo more. It is contempt- 
ible. It is unworthy of the men who are 
at the head of the hospital. 

Alderman Roberts, if there Is no objec- 
tion I should like to second Alderman 
Hobart’s motion. 

Action was suspended until an order hud 
been drawn up. 

Mr. II. 11. Hunt petitioned for permis- 
sion to erect a two-story building 21x82, 
and a one story building isxtto, both fora 
carriage manufactory and blacksmith shop. 
It will be i*5 feet from the street front, and 
the rear will be on the Cheesecake boule- 
vard brook. The petition w as granted. 

Frank \V. Smith and others petitioned 
i for a main drain and common sewer on 
Commonwealth avenue near Hammond 
j street, Chestnut Hill. Referred to the 
sewer committee. 

The Commonwealth A venue Street llail- 
| way petitioned for permission to extend its 
i tracks over Commonwealth avenue. Wal- 
nut and Centre streets. On this petition a 
! hearing was granted for March 1 st, at !» 

| o’clock. 

The Newton A Boston Street Railway 
petitioned for an extension of its tracks 
from the present terminus on High street, 
Upper Falls, down Sumner street, to 
Chestnut, to Eliot across the bridge to 
Needham. The communication stated that 
tlie company had already been granted a 
franchise for a location in Needham, and 
desired to extend the tracks, thus connect- 
ing the two villages. Accompanying the 
communication was a petition signed by 
:ioo Upper Falls residents, who considered 
tiie road a convenience and necessity. A 
hearing was ordered for Mar. 1st, at J* 
o'clock. 

A 11 order was passed transferring 85000 
from the appropriation for house connec- 
tions to the sewer appropriation. 

Through Alderman Roberts the highway 
committee reported regarding tlie com- 
munication ot the school board in which 
the city council was petitioned to construct 
two rooms at the Thompsonville school 
house. The committee thought it inex- 
pedient at this time. The report was ac- 
cepted. 

II. F. Mills petitioned for a billiard 
table license in Patterson block, at New- 
ton Highlands. Referred to the highway 
committee. 

Alderman Hobart having drawn up an 
order regarding the appointment of a com- 
mittee to confer with the hospital trustees, 
introduced the same and it was passed. 
Mayor Cobb appointed Aldermen Hobart 
and Roberts as members of the committee 
to act with such members of the common 
council as may he appointed. 

An order was adopted providing for the 
increase of the reserve police force from y 
to 7 members. 

•St. Bernard’s Aid Society of West New- 
ton asked that it might he granted free use 
of City Hall for the evenings of February 
_5th or -litli, to give an entertainment for 
the benefit of the worthy poor. This was 
granted. 

Tlie trustees of the new church at 
Waban asked that tlie mayor be authorized 
to perfect the title of their property in 
that place. An order to this effect was 
adopted. 

An order was adopted granting the tele- 
phone company permission for a location 
on Adams street between Watertown and 
Washington streets. 

The hearing on the Newton Street Rail- 
way company’s petition for a location at 
Auhurndale avenue was then opened. 

THE IIEAIIINO. 

President Coffin of the Newton Street 
Railway opened tlie hearing. The road 
had come before the board two years ago 
with a similar petition. At that time near- 
ly every one on the north side favored 
granting the petition. Tlie opposition had 
been because the street w as thought to lie 
narrow. It was 4 o feet. The matter went 
over and come up for a second time. Tlie 
road did not care to accept tlie proposition 
of tlie city, which provided for the widen- 
ing of Lexington street, at the railway’s 
| expense. The company then asked to have 
the case re opened, ahd presented a new 
petition. This latter was granted but an 
ambiguity in franchise compelled them to 
' have the case reconsidered, that the ambi- 
guity might be cured. 

The road now proposes to run from 
River to Lexington streets, to Conimon- 
| weal tli avenue boulevard extension, to 
i Melrose street, to Auburn street, to drink- 
ing fountain in tlie square, or if this was 
1 not granted, it asked permission to run tlie 
; tracks as previously petitioned for. The 
! plan called for locations on the side of the 
street. 

A communication from George L. Chan- 
dler us secretary of the Auburiululc Vil- 
I luge Improvement Society, was read by the 
mayor. It presented resolutions against 
tlie placing of a truck on streets less than 
:.<i feet wide, and also asking that they be 
i not placed until Auburn street has been 
j widened to the width of 00 feet. 

Jacob Childs in a letter to the mayor, 
pretested against tlie location of tracks. 
It would injure his property. He also 
! recommended tlie street be w idened. 

President A. I >. Clatlin of the Common- 
wealth Avenue Street I tail way spoke. He 
did not w ish to appear as u remonstrant, 
but wished to say that the Newton Street 
Railway laid not consulted the officials of 
(lie hitter company in regard to running 
the ears over its tracks, lie wished to re- 
! serve the right of tlie Commonwealth 
\ venue street Railway regarding tlie prop- 
| erty and management. 

E\- Alderman Plummer spoke in behalf 
1 of h i» w ife and himself. The surrounding 
1 pidpertv would be (lulling. d and .the road 
would be a detriment. Repeatedly Presi- 
dent Coffin has told you that the street 
was 40 feet wide. It has been mousurud 
time and time again by Auhurndale resi- 
dents, and found to lie from 21 to 24 feet 
wide, and in some places Ik. The people 
ol Aubitriidalo consider it an insult to be 
1 obliged to come down here every year and 
protest against this tiling. I gist June the 
1 petition had been turned down, ami tlie 
action commended by Auhurndale people, 
who were strongly opposed to it. 

< Thomas lloobuu was anxious that tlie 
I road be laid in Aubtirudule. lie spoke of 
tlie great cm vetiietiee it would be, ami re- 
fetied to the opposition in rather uiicom- 
plimeutarv terms, lie thought tlie street 
w ide enough, The street, he said, was iu- 
j decent, and not fit for a dog to walk upon, 
lie concluded by presenting a letter to 
Mac . 1 ( •.!»!.. -.-lid b> M* < . W. kill.:, ill 
: which tlie latter favored tin- plan of an 
I electric road. 

| Mr. C. A. Miner, speaking in behalf of 
; several residents of tlie street and himself, 

1 said he would object to a location on tlie 
| side of the street, but not in tiie centre, if 
tin* street w as 5o feet wide. 

Mr. Jloobuu -aid it was tlie desire of 
I tlnsc people lie represented to have the 
road running in the centre ol the street 

Mi Vine D. Baldwin spoke in behalf ol 


1 plus in the street rail wav company. The 
fact that the track would he over the sower 
1 main was an objection in itself. 

] Mr. \Y. II. Maguc was in favor of the 
' granting of the petition. In Arlington, 
j tlie road was laid over the sewer main for 
some distance. 

Mr. Ware favored the plan and hoped 
, the company would he granted the petition, 
and some sidewalks const rooted at the 
same time. 

Mr. Iloobnu attempted to indulge in per- 
sonalities. but w as restrained by the mayor. 

President Coffin stated that Lexington 
street was It feet wide ami M el rose street 
4". T his was according to the city engin- 
eer's figures. 1 1 may not have been 
widened to its full width. 

The company was anxious to go to Au- 
burndale to get businoss and under liberal 
conditions. To make it pay they would 
be obliged to carry 80,000 passengers a 
year. If this number was carried it would 
certainly be a benefit. The fact that the 
street was narrow should not prevent such 
an improvement, it was admitted that 
Lexington street was 11 thoroughfare. If 
it was a thoroughfare for vehicles why not 
for ears’.’ The question was, would the 
advantages offset tlie disadvantages? Some 
real estate would he nerlinps injured, and 
tin* company was sorry. Of course for j 
this small amount of injury a great many 
would bo benelitted. It was the wish of 
tlu» company In* represented to respect tlie 
rights of the Common wealth Avenue 
street Railway. If the permit for a loca- 
tion was granted, the company would con- 
struct a track costing $:t.5oa running foot, 
excluding the overhead work. If tills is 
put in we cannot contribute to the expense 
of widening tlie street. Or the company 
was willing to repair River street at the 
cost of 8:1000 and construct a side location 
at 81.50 a running foot. They had no de- 
sire to crowd upon the people of Auburn- 
dale. It was a business proposition and 
should be met in a business way. 

Mr. Fred Johnson spoke further in re- 
monstrance. He related a case which 
happened some time ago when a resident 
of River street, who had at lirst opposed 
the railway location, appeared at a later 
hearing in favor of it. In the meantime 
tiu* grounds about his house laid been 
graded by the street railway company. 
He didn’t know how much grading the 
company had been doing lately. Tiie loca- 
tion should not be granted until the street 
had been put in proper condition. 

Mayor Cobb said it was required of 
every company asking for a location that 
plans be furnished. There should be no 
discrepancy. 

Mr. Coffin replied that there was no dis- 
crepancy. 

On motion of Alderman White the hear- 
ing was closed. 

AFTEU TIIE HEARING. 

The report of the assessors of l.six* was 
received and accepted without a reading. 

The balance of the appropriation for the 
Grant avenue drain was transferred to the 
appropriation for special drains. 

The public property committee reported 
recommending that the following buildings 
be Insured; High, Pierce, new Adams, 
Clatlin, Williams, and Hyde schools, City 
Hall, police station, and patrol stable. It 
also recommended that $8000 be taken from 
the unexpended balances to cover tlie ex- 
pense. 

Alderman White thought loss of a build- 
ing should be met in some way. He 
thought, however, that iiisteadjof insuring 
the different buildings, a fund might be 
created which would cover tlie loss of u.iy 
one of these. All but one might lie in- 
sured, but that one be burned and the in- 
surance 011 the others lie of no benefit. 
The plan of creating a fund p -rhaps 
would lff*of jnore practical than the ex- 
penditure of $;$ooo for insurance on the 
other buildings. 

Alderman Knowlton inquired how much 
the total valuation amounted to. 

Alderman Roberts said about $.302,250, 
and tlie cost of the premium about $ 1*00 a 
year. 

It was suggested that the highway 
stables be included. 

Mayor Cobb favored tlie idea and thought 
some provision should certainly be made, 
as a loss of any public building at this 
time would place the city in a dilemma. 

Alderman Holiart suggested that the two 
highway stables be included 111 the list. 

Alderman Roberts explained that tlie 
premium would bo increased and tlie 
aim nit appropriated should be made 
835.0. 

The order was then adopted, it provides 
for the Insuring of the High, Pierce, new 
Ada us. Chitlin. Williams, and Hyde 
i-chools, City Hull, police station, patrol 
house, and the two higliwuy stables. The 
amount to cover this was fixed at 8.8500. 

A communication was received from the 
Newton Band and improvement Company, 
regarding the election of tin* waiting room 
of the Conimoiitt tilth Avenue .Street Rail- 
way. it was placed on file without a read- 
ing. 

An order was adopted providing for the 
widening of a portion of Ellis street, near 
Boylston street, at Upper Falls. 

The sum of * 122,400 was appropriated to 
cover tlie March expenses. 

The petition of It. A. Yacliou for two 
billiard tables in Central block, Newtoil- 
ville, was presented by Alderman Bally. 
He moved it be granted. 

Alderman White said lie thought the 
usual plan was to refer the matter to tlie 
committee on licenses. 

Alderman liuily said no meeting of tlie 
license committee had been held. The 
petition had been presented about three 
mouths ago, and the mutter should certain- 
ly he settled. 

Alderman White inquired if tile city 
marshall had been consulted. 

Marshall Richardson said he knew of no 
objection. 

Alderman Bally tlioug'ht the petition 
should bo granted. The petitioner hud re- 
ceived license before, and conducted the 
j places orderly and quietly.

PEAL FOR IMMEDIATE AC- 
AT TUT LEGISLATIVE ItKAIt- 


Tho committee on metropolitan affairs 
gave a hearing at the State House lust Fri- 
day on the petition of the Garden City Im- 
provement Society of Newton and others, 
that the metropolitan park commissioners 
may bo authorized to expend further sums 
of money for open spaces along or near the 
Charles liver. The attendance was large. 
Newton citizens wore out in force. 

Senator Harwood opened for the peti- 
tioners, and after setting forth the import- 
ance of tlie petition, he called upon Samuel 
L. Powers of Newton. 

Mr. Powers told of the necessity of con- 
tinuing the park system by spending a half 
million for the purpose named. This was 
one of the lirst improvements suggested 
when the park commission was estab- 
lished. The section between Waltham and 
Newton Lower Falls demands attention 
first. Wo want to preserve tlie banks of 
this river, and perhaps eventually make a 
water way between that point and Boston. 

This time we ask for a special appropria- 
tion for a specific purpose. We do not, 
however, find fault on account of expendi- 
tures made in other parts of tlie metropol- 
itan district. Newton has passed an order 
iu favor of this measure. 

City .Solicitor Slocum of Newton was 
given charge of the hearing on behalf of 
the petitioners. He called upon Mayor 
Cobb. 

Mr. Cobb said that Newton wanted a 
specific bill passed in order that the ex- 
penditures might be made, as was first in- 
tended. There is an exigency which de- 
mauds that there be some remedy. Speedy 
action is necessary to curry out the pro- 
ject economically, for the laud is being 
taken up for speculative purposes. The

Mr. Slocum here called tlie attention of 
the committee to this year’s renort of tlie 
park commissioners, which calls attention 
to the bad sanitary condition of tlieCluirles 
river, and lie also emphasized tlie fact 
that the state board of health had called 
attention to the unsanitary condition of tlie 
river. He believed tlie most important 
reason why tlie appropriation should be 
made was on the ground of public health. 

Mayor Charles I*. Bond of Waltham said 
that tlie sentiment of that city is iu hearty 
accord with tlie provisions of the bill. 
The mayor said the bill should be passed, 
because of the sanitary condition of tins 
river, and because Unit now is tlie best time 
as far as the monetary question is consid- 
ered, and also because ot public sentiment. 

Col. Ephraim .Stearns, chairman of tlie 
Waltham board of park commissioners, 
said that the great question of the con- 
dition of tlie valley of the Charles river 
had not been taken earn of. lie also ue- 
lieved tlie sanitary part of tlie mutter was 
the most vital of the whole question. 
Althougdi in time the taxpayers of tlie city 
would be doubly taxed, be believsd that 
they are all in favor of the asked for legis- 
lation. The board of which lie is chair- 
man has passed a resolution iu favor of the 
bill. 

Dr. E. M. Hartwell, director of physical 
training of the Boston public schools, said 
that lie was interested in the development 
of tlie Charles river hanks for a play- 
ground in behalf of the boys uud girls, 
lie said lie had investigated parks and 
playgrounds abroad, whore they were 
laid out for the rising generation. If we 
don’t secure the portions of the Charles 
river basin seasonably it will cost vastly 
more iu tin* future. 

in conclusion, Dr. Hartwell said: “You 
can't Spend too much wisely for the public 
health." 

Mayor (Julnoy of Boston was the next 
to speak in favor of the general idea em- 
bodied iu the proposed legislation, lie 
thought that undue attention hud been 
given to the development of driveways, 
etc., in the purk system, and tii.it not 
enough provision had been made for ath- 
letic playgrounds. He thought that 
adequate provision should be made for the 
musses, lie thought that the natural ad- 
vuntuaus <d the section being considered 
were great. So far as tlie city of Boston is 
concerned, he thought the people of that 
city would he greatly benefited by unv pub- 
lic action iu the .scheme suggested, lie 
was glad to seethe director of physical 
training iu tin* Boston schools favoring tlie 
idea. As to the financial feature of tlie 
bill, lie thought whatever expenditures 
are to be made iu the extension of tlie park 
system, tlie money could not tie used more 
wisely.

For her “foster child, her inmato man," 
our good tnothnr earth provides dwelling 
places according to his necessities. II is 
necessities are various under different 
skies, and are not seldom changing under 
constraint of hard necessity. Mountain 
and desert, land and sea, provide li is habi- 
tations. Here, for example, centuries ago, 
the Adriatic provided lago as, seemingly 1 
most unlit for numau foot ;»> rest upon, and 
washed up sands into islands, numerous I 
and of various sizes. Fishermen were prob- 
ably tlie earliest to use them. The country 1 
roundabout the northern Adriatic, occu- 
pied by tlie Veneti and other tribes, was 
early and easily Humanized, and the Homan 
Aijuilelu, founded nearly 2no years B. 
was no mean city. In fact the Homans set 
the limits of Northeast Italy, as they have 
since remained. Tlie Veneti gave the 
name “Venetia" to the region, and so later 
to the city Venezia, or Venice. Later after 
the northern barbarians hud swept this 
portion with the besom of destruction 
utterly wasting Aquileia, and sacking other 
places on the mainland, ami had compelled 
the inhabitants to flee for refuge to the 
rude hospitality of the islands of tlie 
lagoon. That Homans were among those 
who thus found safety is proved by tomb- 
stones and bronzes, and other tilings which 
have been exhumed. 

Such was tlie rude beginning of this peer- 
less city of tlie waters. Plainly no man 
would have chosen such a site for a town 
except under dire compulsion. The modern 
way of selling from a beautiful map town 
lots in remote marshy wilderness was not 
then. The men who went to those low 
islands went because they had to go, and 
they had to stay there. As life is worth 
living, they made it better worth the while 
to live, not by sittingdown to bo swallowed 
up by the waters, but by pluck and hard 
work gradually compelling the sea to ser\u 
them. They secured the prelection of the 
Byzantine empire, and Venice became possi- 
ble, and came to be and to stay. 

For some hundreds of years its history is 
obscure. It became a republic in A. I). 475, 
and chose its own rulers, called Tribunas, 
and framed laws for itself. In ti‘.)7 the 
supreme power was placed in one hand. 

A Doge (Duke-Dux) was elected for life— 
nominally a president merely, but really a 
kiiig, afld easily becoming a tyrant. The 
first was Anaferto. who ruled 2<) years and 
died in 710. llis successor died in 7‘Jd. The 
third was assassinated because of his ar- 
rogance and tyranny. Then a change, and 
annual rulers called “Masters of the 
Militia,” were elected till 742, when Doges 
again to power, and continued to preside 
or reign till Bonaparte destroyed the re- 
public in 171)7, and Ludovico Maria, the 
last of the Doges, was deposed. 

In SOB the islanders repulsed Pepin, and 
made themselves virtually independent of 
the eastern emperor, ami of the empire 
which had early been their protection. The 
inhabitants were now crowded together 
upon these islands— the ones most secure. 
One of these, Hivoalto, was selected as the 
seat of government, and became the nucleus 
of Venice. Angelus Participalius was the 
first of thu Doges whose residence occupied 
the site of the present ducal palace, (SIP). 

it was declared that to secure and per- 
petuate the prosperity of Venice, it was 
necessary that the body of .St. Mark, the 
evangelist, should be brought from Alexan- 
dria and become a perpetual treasure. 
Various attempts to get tlie precious body 
were frustrated, but at last in 828 success 
crowned enterprise and cunning. The 
blessed bones were stolen and separately 
packed in lard to escape the noses and 
lingers of the Turks, and so taken in safety 
and with great pomp to Venice, where re- 
lieved of lard, they were duly lmried, and 
where, under St. Mark’s, they lie to this 
day. The saint became the patron of 
Venice. His lion, tlie winged beast <»! the 
tlie Apocalypse, was umld.iz.med mi ti,. 
lings, ollieial buildings, and ships of Venice, 
and fora time was stamped <>ii her coins. 

For service rendered pork h is a lasting 
claim on the gratitude if not the reverence 
of the Venetian stab . 

Venice, from it ■» three islands has spread 
out over about 12c, cut by 150 canals, con- 
nected by .’iso bridges (more or less). It has 
a circumference of seven miles, nearly it 
not quite. 

The city is divided into two unequal 
parts by the Grand Canal, an arm of it 
narrowing us it passes through in an ir- I 
regular, S-like course. Several bridges 
cross it in its narrower portion, and con- 
nect the two main parts oi tin* town, one oi 
them being tlie famous Hialto. Along it, 
the Grand Canal, are the custom h >.i»e.'th 
principal palaces of men famous in Vene- 
tian history, of the Queen of Cyprus, who

Tile other canals, (850 in number as stat- 
ed above), all narrow, many ver> narrow, 
all connected w itli one another, and with 
the Grand < anal and the Gulf of Veuicu, 
run in all directions through both di . is on 
of tlie c.ty, lapping and laving the l<. .nida- 
tions mil doorsteps of patrician police-; 
which abound, and of churches w hiuh also 
are abundant -both <1 hi relies ami palaces 
in back alleys as well a> on tiie Grand 
Canal. Palaces, palaces, palaces all over. 
“Here now,” says my companion, "jimt 
look at that palace, note its beautiful mar- 
bles, and the -t) le of tlie later .enaissau •• • ' 
“And see loo,' said 1, “the family ivudi- 
iug, linens, llaiinols of varion.-. color*., hang- 
ing from the window sills and drying in t.m 
sun.” 

“I’aluee once at any rate, before 'Icliabod 
was written there.” 

Once Venice was rich, splendid and 
mighty. At the head of Aim Adriatics be- 
tween tip! east mid tlie west, tin* tides ol 
c mimerco Unwed through her gates. A • 
entrepot she was in a position to reap 
a uiiidmit prolit from Orient mid Oce de ... 
11 *r coders tilled. Then her enviable ,.osi- 
ti hi aim her unsurpassed, if nut unrivalled 
prosperity and growth in power, made her 
I ie object of desire, and so the enemy of 
other powers. It became necessar,\ for her 
to defend herself against hostile neighbors, 
tiers was a military as well as a commer- 
cial spirit. For the sake of her commerce 
and for self defence she became aggressive. 
A very octopus of tin* sea she sin t.'hod out 
her strong arms, uud drew into her em- 
brace towns and prot iiices east mid west. 
Merchants uud traders, thoj became sea - 
captuiiia and conquerors. Many ni tlie 
Doges were miglitx men of war, mm were 
generals and udiniruls. Venice came to be 
mi amphibious giant. Her forces . ent to 
the lcvmii--ibey defeated the Turks in Syria 
uud thu Greeks in thu Pclopoiisus, and mi 
tlie.Lgemi. In FJi.l Haiid.dc, u gia el old 
Doge, (see “Childc Harold), III tile agent 
80, added Constantinople to the list • i con- 
quests. Nearer home, Dalmatia P it tlie 
power of Venice ; the kings m lliingai) 
were subdued mid istria mid Croatia < ..n 
seated to annexation. The province ol 
Venetia was absorbed . Cyprus was added 
to her possessions. and the Queen ol Cyprus 
removed her resilience uud occupied a 
palace on the Grand Canal. 

in the Pith oeniuiy the Turks mustered 
power, and attacked Cyprus. Fmmuosta, 
on that island, was valiantly defended by 
the hero Mark Antonio Biagadin, who was 
at lust obliged to capitulate. Altai the 
surrender of tlie fortress, in violation ol 
the terms of capitulation, by order of tlie 
Turkish commander, cruel and faithless a> 
a Turk, Brauadin was tluyed alive. His 
skin was seat to his family and was in; 
lerred in Venice. Busts mid portraits oi 
him show him a handsome mail, in the 
prime of life, uod attest the high regard in 
which lie is held. 

Venice w us menaced by the Turks As 
u Christian power she was the defence of 
the states, of the church uml other w esturu 
Christian states. These powers, therefore, 
made common cause with Venice, and the 
great uaval buttle of Lepauio was fought, 
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and the Turku Buffered disastrous defeat. 
(Hoad Prescott'B account of the fight in Ills 
Philip II, if you have not rend it. already.) 
In the arsenal at Venice are parts of Don 
John’s galley, and the great Turkish hat- 
tie-flag. I looked on them with great inter- 
est. 

The power nod glory of Venice culminat- 
ed not long after that battle. She could 
not long maintain her proud position ns a 
commercial neuter after the discovery of 
the new world, by a Genoese navigator, 
ami a Portuguese navigator sailed around 
the Cape of Good Hope. Gradually her 
hold on Cyprus and other outlying posses 
sions was loosened. In I7!>7 Napoleon took 
Venice and much of Venetia and handed it 
over to Austria. 

In the ((evolution of isis Venice again 
became a republic, mid under Daniel 
Mania defended herself against Austria, 
for about a year and a half. In 1H4H Aus- 
tria gained possession once more, and held 
it till humbled by Prussia in iscsi, when she 
ceded it to France. Napoleon III soon, 
Strangely enough, gave it to Victor Em- 
manuel. 

Napoleon Bonaparte while here was a 
vandal, robbing churches and palaces, and 
burning the Bucentmir for its gold. He 
carried to Paris priceless paintings cut from 
walls and ceilings of the palace of the 
Doges, and the four most famous horses in 
the world which lie took from St. Mark's. 
'Flic horses are of copper gilt, and are said 
to have been made in Corinth r><Ht years 
B. (’., and to have been removed from 
place to place several times before finding 
rest high up the front oT St. Mark’s. At 
the downfall of Bonaparte, at the insist- 
iineo of Austria, Paris most unwillingly re- 
stored them to Venice. For one act of 
Bonaparte's, if no more, Venice is grateful 
or ought to be. It Imd been tlie custom to 
bury tin* dead, <of the Christian sect at 
least), in the various parishes and in the 
palaces. Napoleon put an end to tills pest- 
producing practice, uy joining two islands 
ami making a cemetery of them, and order- 
ing interments to take place there. But 
Napoleon, up Vandal. simply went in the way 
other conquerors had taken. Venice in her 
imperial mid imperious days, had brought 
hither not only tlie horses mentioned above 
but also the body of St. Mark, and many a 
marble pillar— 500 without and within St. 
Mark’s, and huge stone lions from the 
Piraeus, which now guard the entrance to 
tho arsenal— these things and more. 

Venioe, under the present government of 
Italy, as one member of the new state 
body, begins to feci the stirings of new 
life. Fresh blood is beginning to (ill its 
shrunken veins. War ships are again sent 
forth from the arsenal and yards, but of 
most approved modem make. 

There is a large flouring mill in opera- 
tion and cotton mills also. Venice may 
never be what she was, but her past is 
secure and she will be more than she is. 
Connection is now made with the main 
land, w ith terra flrtna, by a railway about 
two miles long, and supported by 222 arch- 
es. It was built in 1841-44, and cost GUO.OOo 
pounds sterling. 

The state, now independent of the 
church, has established a school system, and 
the youth will be taught. School attend- 
ance is compulsory. Assistant to the state 
there are voluntary organizations for tlie 
instruction of the people by lectures. 1 at- 
tended one lecture in one of the publio 
school rooms. The room was rude in fur- 
niture, (very plain seats and desks', but the 
wall showed large maps and other modern 
apparatus. It was Idled witii men— some 
obliged to stand, all earnest hearers. The 
subject announced was "Astronomy.” The 
lecturer, a feeble looking man, one of the 
city teachers, a Jew, murk Liiat !) w as full 
of animation. His lecture was illustrated 
by line views of Lord Posse's telescope, of 
tlie solar system, of nebulae, etc., and by 
an orrery. An Italian scholar sat by me 
and interpreted for me. 1 must say that 
tlie lecture was well suited to the hearers. 
This was but one in it course. 

There is also an institute for tlie benefit 
of sailors. The church lends no aid what- 
ever to such efforts. Those only ure voters 
who are of age, and can read and write. 
Any minister of religion, who attempts, as 
such, to control votes, is severely punished. 

Whatever tlie number of islands tpied 

by Venice, in.: uinniier of piles hoi ling u.» 
its massive buildings <>f brick and stone 
and marble, and Its ••xL-n.-.i vo quay 's, is past 
all computation It is hardly an exaggera- 
tion to say that tlie city is built on piles. 

As these woolen supports have borne 
their burdens for centuries, one wonders 
Hint the action of tin* wuter u.ioii them has 
not made them crumble, till he learns that 
tin* water does not act upon them. Tnoy 
are driven down some feet below tlie water 
bed, and heavy stones are piled on tlie 
plies, and solid loiindutions laid for palaces 
and te nples, ami whatever other sti leture 
is needed. In a few eases, however, as in 
St Mark’s Futliedrul, there 1ms been some 
settling of floors.unoqually, bare and there, 
enough for tlie foot to feel as one walks 
over them, but not enough to muke ope - 
mgs. Kepairs are possible and are some- 
times made. In the ease of st. Murk's the 
settling lias probably been dm to great 
floods, one of which once tilled the square, 
and stood six feet deep inside the church. 
Floods are not uncommon. (Mil) last No- 
vember gondoliers plied their business in 
tlm great square, but tin* water was not 
high enough to enter the church. The 
liability to tlnuds is double wluit it was 
formerly, when tin* Adriatic, driven by a 
Miutli or southwest wind, could reach 
Venice only by tin* one deep channel, 
through which ships came to the city. 
Now that on tlm north a new ship channel 
has been cut through tin* banks, fifty feet 
deep, a north wind takes the sea . trough 
and lays it in the lap of Venice. 

Built above water, and having no cellars 
for decaying vegetables, the houses can be 
kept clean and wholesome, and they are so 
t" the best of my knowledge ami belief. 
From every Moor the sewage falls by its 
own weight into w ater below, it does not 
then stagnate and become otlciisivo. for tin* 
Adriatic by its tide sends up through the 
city a hundred and lift.' tongues to lick it 
all away. 

! There are no horses in Venice. There 
have been, for holiday pleasti v. Napoleon 
is said to liav.* bad bis Imrse with him, ami 
to have ridden up the inclines <» the belfry 
•f the Campanile. There is really no place, 
as there is no use for horses or bea.-ts of 
burden. All transportation of merchandise 
or baggage is by water. Persons depart- 
ing by land or water make use of tin* gon- 
dolier “tmusnii,” or steamer “train.” These 
v -uill steamers carry passengers to certain 
lixud stations, fare two cents in all cases', 
mi the Grand (’until, and other parts of the 
city. There are lines of boats making 
regular trips to neighboring islands. 

It Is quite a mistake to suppose that one 
cannot get about Venice on foot. There 
ure but few places in tlie city which one 
cannot reach by walking, if lie does not 
mind going in broken lines through devious 
v:i> s, and over bridges. I have walked 
for hours along tlie quays, in the public 
| warden, into uud out of "(’ampos.” ismall 
I squares,) past church and palace, in market 
I places, through passages hardly wide 
enough for two. winding in and out, over 
bridges and arched stairways, and coming 
at last back to my starting point. Ifone 
must save time, tin* ga\ t ‘.'i gondolier will 
help, an I show his marvelous skill in turn- 
ing corners in the narrowest of canals with 
his one oar and uon-descript row-look. 

As already insinuated, the gondola is tin* 
h i nso m-oul> of Venice, as tin* small steam- 
ers are its tram cars. All gondolas are 
painted h) ck. tin* law so ordering, but 
many are handsomely linished. Fora beak 
tlie> cun) w liat Mark Twain calls a c mi- 
lunation ol nmiti uud hatchet. When tlie 
III id; hotid i - on | lt nrotect ac linst w m l or 
ruin or iiumisitivo eves, U does look uu- 
counnoiily like a hearse. 

One walking through tm* city will meet 
beggars, mute or mumbling, women most- 
ly, and venders of all sorts of things, as 
pumpkin seeds, bilked pumps in snails, 
mutches, oysters, corn cakes, (the Indian 
meal here is excellent' grapes, sausages, 
and things for which 1 know no names, 
lhtmpkin seeds uud snails seem to be eaten 
as commonly as peanuts in America The 
“remains' ’can be seen at any hour of the day 
on thu uuuy uml elsewhere. In the lish- 


markots arc eels of great size, sliell-lisli, un- i 
like any I have seen at home. 

Fuel is scarce. What wood Is used comes , 
from main land. I have seen nothing 
hotter than fagots and what seems like 
grubbed roots of clumps of hushes with a 1 
few inches of the bush attached, awkward i 
spruwly things, impossible to use in Venice 
stoves, and hard to arrange in an open 
firo-pluco, but burning readily and holding 
lire long. This fuel costs tho consumer -to , 
cents for a double armful. 

Few monuments arc seen in public places 
j though hundreds ' fire to be found in 
churches. The most conspicuous are, 1st. 

! that of Victor Emmanuel, the first king of | 
united Italy ; equestrian, about the pedestal ; 
groups, representing Venice mourning her , 
downfall and bidding a broken sword, and 
I her lion in chains, and another showing 1 
Venice freed and triumphant, her lion with 
broken chains. 

! 2. The equestrian monument of Colleonl, 

a brave defender of the republic, and once 
u leader of the Coudottieri ;.the pedestal is 
not impressive, hut I have seen no horse j 
and rider, in bronze, that present so vivid- ! 
ly intensity of purpose and action, in ; 
feature and attitude, as this equestrian 
figure. It is a masterpiece. 

The monument of Garlhali in the 
public garden, the hero standing noon a 
miniature rooky island, ami a Zouave 
soldier, diimself again it may he) just be- 
low on a lodge of rock. 

4. Sarpi, a greater than whom Venice 
lias never produced ; priest, professor, theo- 
logian, mathematician, philosopher, states- 
man, historian (of the Council of Trent) 
author of many treatises on various sub- 
jects; he divides with Harvey the honor of 
the discovery of the circulation of the 
blond. He was greatly beloved by the 
people of Venice, whose welfare lie pro- 
moted, hut bated by the Pope, whom he 
lmd once humbled, uud who hired assassins 
to murder him, and paid right liberally his 
diabolical agents, who thought they had 
stabbed him (Sarpi) to death, hut luid not 
providentially; lie laid down in his writings 
.'km years ago, principles of government, 
which have become nominally operative 
at last, in Italy united under the rule of 
Victor Emmanuel and his son, the present 
king, and which will, when actually 
adopted and nut in practice, make Italy 
great. Kev. Dr. Robertson, pastor of the 
Presbyterian (Scotch) church, in Venice, 
has liad free access to papers left by Sarpi, 
and lias published a book concerning him, 
a work of absorbing interest. 

Other monuments I leave unmentioned. 

Venice counts over PM) churches within 
borders, some very beautiful, some very 
plain, and some very ugly, being overload- 
ed with Baroque ornament. The interiors 
of most are well worth seeing, especially 
the cathedral, the church of the “Frari.” 
and that of Sts. John and Paul. 

A word more of palaces. Byron polluted 
one, and Browning, son of Robert and 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning, is said to he 
polluting another bought for him by his 
American wife, who lias been driven off 
by his beastly behavior, so say Venetians. 

I must mention the “Lido” an island, the 
most interesting, the most useful and 
necessary to the city. It is two or three 
miles out, is 8 or 4 miles long, and 1-2 mile 
or more broad. It serves as break water 
and as defence, being very heavily forti- 
fied. An interesting cemetery occupies 
one portion of it. A part is under cultiva- 
tion. A considerable portion is beautifully 
laid out as a place of cool retreat in hot 
weather. It is much sought on Sundays 
especially, the year through. It is a 
fashionable watering place, a long sandy 
beach inviting to sca-tliings. King Hum- 
bert and his bride, are sometimes visitors 
and bathers, and though special accommo- 
dations arc provided for them, and the 
royal house, they prefer often to fare as 
their people fare, in the surf, of course, 
their subjects love them the more for this, 
hut they love their rulers for other reasons, 
love them any how, so they tell me. 

It is much that I have written, and 1 
might add much more, hut will not.

Lasell Seminary’s lecture list for tho 
current school year is 011 c that amply 
demonstrates the care taken to provide the 
students of this school xvlth the best to bo 
had in this line. In furtherance of Lasell’s 
especial aim, to fit her girls to be intelligent 
and effective mistresses of homes, comes 
Mrs. Alice P. Norton’s admirable series of 
lectures on Home Sanitation, in xvhich 
sundry mysteries of plumbing are sounded, 
the questions of drainage and of ventilation 
considered, and kindred subjects discussed 
and illustrated. Miss Barrow's demonstra- 
tion lectures on cooking are another aid in 
the attainment of the above named 
purpose, and an aid of no little value. 
Letters frequently come from those who in 
the actual conduct of the daily business of 
a home are proving the real and substantial 
importance and worth of Lasell’s three- 
year course in cooking. In the practice 
classes it is a custom for the students to in- 
vite occasionally some members of the 
faculty to share xvitli them the dinner 
xvhich their own hands have prepared. 
Such a dinner is in itself a demonstration 
lecture the most convincing of the useful- 
ness and thoroughness of this xvork.

being caused by the promotion of Mr. 
Farley. The speaker of the evening, llev. 
Cyrus Hamlin, lb 1)., was then intro- 
dueed. 

Hr. Hamlin opened his remarks by 
thanking those present for their interest in 
him in asking him to nddress them, and 
stated that in view of coming before such 
a distinguished body, he had prepared a 
series of notes for the occasion, but fearing 
that if he should adhere to them, the latter 
part of his talk would result in vacant 
scats, he would refrain from using any 
notes. He had not prepared to bring before 
them anything new or what they might not 
have already read, hut simply a few things 
which he had seen and knew. lie would 
take for his subject, Islam, whence it came, 
what It is, and when it is going. The his- 
tory of Islam was divided into three 
epochs, the tirst the Saracenic commencing 
,n 632 and lasting t<> lOBO. Daring this 
period of about -too years the Sarucens 
were not idle, but overwhelmed and con* 
quored Syria. Egypt, Palestine and the 
countries in the northern part of Africa. 

Wherever the cross met the orescent the 
former was sure to go down before it, and 
although the wealth, art and learning of 
these subdued countries was absorbed, 
these advantages could not prevent it sink- 
ing in the end, in its own corruption. 

The next period following was that of 
the Seljukian Turks, who crossed the Eu- 
phrates about the middle of the 11 th cen- 
tury. They were a warlike race and am- 
bitious to rule. Under the leadership of 
Togrul Beg, grandson of a chief named 
Seljuk, (whence the name of the several 
successive dynasties), they severely crippled 
the empire of Qlazin in 1040, and then turn- 
ing westwards conquered all Persia. Ten 
years later their leader subdued the Calif 
of Bagdad and took the throne for himself. 

Tognil in low was succeeded by his 
nephew, Alp-Arshan, who wrested Syria 
and Palistuie from the Saracens, defeated 
and captured the Byvautine Emperor Ihnn- 
anus Diogenes, and soon won possession of 
the greater part of Asia Minor. 

Alp-Arshan was succeeded by his son 
Malik Shah, w ho dying in 10P2 left ten 
sons. The result was civil war among 
them, and the tearing to pieces of the em- 
pire. About this time the Mongols began 
to threa en the eastern borders of the state 
and to conduct raids into it; so at last it 
Came to an end through its inability to 
govern Itse’f. 

About tills time, toward the latter part of 
the 13th century, a little Turkish tribe, num- 
bering about 4oo horsemen or soldiers, came 
from the northern part of Armenia to find 
a milder climate, and pasturage grounds for 
their flocks. They were a harmless, quiet 
people, but tremendous lighters. It hap- 
pened as their chief Ertughrul was leading 
them northwards that one day they came 
in sight of a plain where a battle was in 
progress between two armies. One force 
being much weaker than the other, was on 
the point of being beaten, w hen Ertughrul 
dashed forward with his 4on horsemen to 
their rescue, and succeeded in beating oft 
their opponents. The force which he thus 
rescued belonged to the army of Seijuk, 
sultan of Iconlura, and tin- latter, as a re- 
ward for his service, granted him the 
beautiful valley of Sultanaui for his docks 
and herds, and at this tame place the 
Hooks of tiiis chief’s successors have grazed 
to the present day. Dr. Hamilton here 
stated that lie had visited tiiis section him 
self and seen immense flocks of sheep, esti- 
mated at 20,000, grazing on its Hillsides. 

Resuming, lie stated that these Turks 
made Sugut tneir capital, and here was the 
birthplace of the < >ttoman empire. Thirty- 
five sultans have followed Ertughrul in the 
male line without a break, down through 
six centuries to the present time. 

At Suuut in 1238 was born i Lilian or < oil- 
man, from whom his followers took the 
name Osmanlis, which Europeans have 
corrupted into Ottoman. This chief set 
uboiu conquering his neighbors, the 
Greeks, and ushed his conquests to the 
verge of the Hellespont. Hi son reduce I 
N icneu and absorbed <me of the Seljukian 
states. During these conquests tlies- rulers 
used a certain degree of wisdom which 
contributed to their success. Whenever 
they reduced a country, they w..u!d stop to 
unify it according to the plans of their own 
tribe, thus making all one people. They 
never took possession of a country and 
then lert it to take care of itself. Then 
advance would for a time he checked by 
the Greek lord.', who would gather an urmy, 
light a few battles, and taeii retire to their 
own atfuirs, leaving the .Sultan to mind his. 
It was during the reign of tiiis second 
sultan that a standing army was formed; 
tiie first in Europe. Troops of cavalry and 
infantry were formed, and taught to manh 
to uiai tial music. The life and drum was 
invented, the only thing tiie Turk: 
knew how- to invent, which was adopted 
by European powers. The Janizaries wei 
formed troni loon Christian boys, w ho wei 
stolen by the Turks from their parents. 
This number was seized every year until a 
body of lo,non had been formed. These 
were converted to Islam, and receiving 
military training and living on u special 
diet, adapted to develop their strength, 
formed one i f the most terrible bodies < i 

infautr} kuowu in history. The} lasted 

until ••'20 and were always the body guaid 
of the Sultan, in buttle they were always 
held in reserve, and after the main army 
li.nl worried the opposing force sufficiently, 
tin* Janizaries were hurled against them, 
and it wu- very rarely they did not can;, 
the day. The growth of the Ottoman Em- 
pire wus cry regular up t- Ltso, when 
Buyezid 1. know n as the Thunderbolt, com- 
menced t«> reign. He at once begun to pre- 
pare lot the conquest of t’oiisiaiitiimplc, in- 
tending in time to take Vienna. Rome, and 
master the whole of Europe. But he w as 
destined to be culled to another field to re- 
pulse an invasion ol the Tartars. On a hot 
summer dav in 14(>2 lie met them near 
Angora, and taking no military precautions 
and allowing the eueniy to ugot oil tlieil 
•d mid def

dev- loping Abdul Hamid 11. The assusin 
.\ ho cannot borrow ioit£ in any country of 
Europe at any price, not only cannot he 
he trusted as to money matters, but he is a 
notorious liar and falsifier in all reports 
coming from his empire The empire has 
been going to ruin for a 100 years. 

Dr, Hamlin stated that just when it 
would get there he did not know, but it 
had been going so long that the end could 
not be very far away. With tin* destruc- 
tion of Islam he thought, however, it 
w ould take on new life, and rise once more 
ns a Christian power. Having concluded 
his remarks w ith this honeful view, the 
hour being late, the club adjourned.

The No School Signal. 

To the Editor of the Obaimiic: — 

The New England climate is remarkable 
and the thermometer varies sometimes as 
much as forty degrees in six hours. Our 
storms are sharp, sudden and very severe, 
and of all the deaths which occur here 
more than one-seventh ure caused by eon- 
sumption, a disease which usually begins 
w ith hard colds. 

Knowing these facts is it not wise to 
adapt ourselves to our environment, and 
prevent in every way the seeds of con- 
sumption and kindred diseases being sown 
among our children? 

On a rainy day, if our children do not go 
out of doors they will not take cold, while 
if they do go out, they may; therefore 1 
should not allow them to go to school of all 
places, for upon the way their clothing 
must become more or less wet; they will 
lie wrapped up more than usual and the 
pores of the skin becoming opened they 
will perspire freely. They will sit in their 
•teaming clothing in close rooms, and it 
will be little less than a miracle if they do 
not take a serious cold. 

I was surprised to find that it would only 
make a difference of six hundred dollars to 
the city to have the schools closed for a 
stormy day. Do we consider how small 
this is when divided among the thousands 
of children in Newton? And suppose even 
ttiat only a few in each school should take 
severe colds, the sum of six hundred dol- 
lars would soon be spent in doctors’ bills. 

The poor mothers may not only be 
obliged to have a drawn battle with their 
children, who are ambitious for a good 
•chuol record, but may, perhaps, see their 
w. -lies disregarded and then have to take 
c .re of a case of croup or pneumonia, and 
pay for half a dozen visits from the doctor 
as well. 

It is possible in a school like the Allen, 
where pupils are not children, but grown 
up young gentlemen and ladies, that no 
(injection would be made to attending 
senooi in all weathers any more than men 
and women who go to their business pre- 
pared for the storm, and do not suffer. 
Hut children cannot be trusted to take care 
of themselves and must be cared for so well 
that they cannot receive barm, and the 
children of the grammar and primary 
schools should not be encouraged to expose 
tneiiisclves to bad weather. By doing this 
the door is opened to croup especially, to 
piiHunioiiiu, inllueuzu. chronic catarrh and 
malaria. 

While desiring to sustain the school 
management, I have been sorry to see the 
position which is taken upon the storm 
signals, and I cannot but think that tiie 
mayor is right and that the bells should he 
rung much oftener than they are. 

The mothers in Newton are few who do 
not enjoy an occasional day with their 
children at home, and tiie child has an op- 
portunity for reading and recreation. 

Mothers are not all glad to get their chil- 
dren out id tiie house, by any means, and it 
is unjust to say that the children will not 
be properly cared for at home. 

If it is noticed that the boys are allowed 
to play in the snow when there is no 
school. I should say. it is not the being out 
of doors, but the being in doors with danij 
clothing which is dangerous, and 1 can set 
how a frolic in tins snow could lie a real 
benefit to a boy properly dressed and cared 
for. 

We hear no complaint from tiie teachers, 
but the facts speak very distinctly. There 
is no cla.-s in this country which is us short 
luedustimt including tin* Boston public 
school teachers, and a leading specialist 
ays that 7.~» per cent, of his practice is 
among teachers, and a lady physician also 
declares that it is rare indeed to liud a 
teacher in good health. 

Tiie exposure to all weathers under all 
conditions is particularly hard for women, 
and there have been a number of eases 
right here in Newton, where teachers have 
broken dowu.whiuh might he traced direct- 
ly to some particularly stormy day when 
tin- beds lid not ring.

In It may l>o i 
found the cause for tho fust spreading uso 
of spectacles In nil parts of the civilized 
world whore the modi rn theories of med- 
ical practice and physiological conditions 
obtain. Tho almost universal use of glass- 
es does not indicate an extension of im- 
paired vision in tho human race or tho ex- 
istence of any now optical troubles; It 
means simply that cxperis are trying by 
artificial means to remedy tho defoota of 
nature. 

It is only within the last 50 years that 
the mechanism of the human eye has boon 
really understood. Previous to 1850, when 
Hcliuholtx mastered the details of the work- 
ings of tills Important part of tho body 
ami astonished even the medical profession 
with his wonderful discovery, it was tho 
custom to treat the eyo on the same basis 
as other organs. If a man was clubfooted, 
the malformation was readily apparent, 
and the only remedy was in the uso of tho 
surgeon’s knife. So long as loth legs and 
feet were truly formed and evenly mated 
there was no call for medical or surgical 
aid unless the patient could locate gome 
well defined interior trouble. A "d ro it , 
was with the eyes. If a man was afflicted \ 
with strabismus or cataract, i could lie 
easily seen and relief afforded By the prop- J 
cr operation. Not even the most advanced 
thinkers had any Idea that there might ho 
a radical malformation in : lie mechanism j 
of vision of which there was no outward 
evidence. Thus it was the wearing of 
glasses was confined to those old people , 
whose sight was confirmedly bad and to a 
comparatively few of young or middle aged 
who by chance found the use of spectacles 
a help.

Ho found that the 
eyo is subject to what are called refractive 
errors which seriously affect tho powers ot 
accommodation and induce an alinornial 
strain, which, if long continued, lias an in- : 
jurious effect upon tiie nervous system and 
finally upon the vision itself. The range of 
the visual field depends upon the form of 
the eye. 

If l«>th eyes are is rfcct in construction 
and identically alike, the vision will be 
normal, but Helmholtz demonstrated to 
tho satisfaction of the profession that na- 
ture does noi always do its won; truly, and 
that many individuals are ufflictcd with 
misfornud visual organs. To make these 
ndstormed organs perform their work ac- 
ceptably to the owner requires an uncon- 
scious forcing or strain on the power of ac- 
commodation, which result s in a disordered 
condition, called asthenopia. People thus 
afflicted will struggle along, ignorant of 
the real cause of trouble, until compelled 
to consult u physician for i\ lief from nerv- 
ous affections, when they will lie sur- 
prised to learn that it is spectacles, nut 
medicines, they need.

One is over- 
illumination; me otlar is unden lumiiia- 
tion.

A BOSTON HACKMAN FOUND DUAl) 1IY TIIE 
BOADSIDE AT WEST NEWTON EABI.Y 
SUNDAY MOBNINU— ' WAS RETURNING 
FBOM WELLESLEY, W1I1TUEB HE HAD 
TAKEN A PASSENGER— NO SUSPICION OF 
FOUL PLAY. 


Shortly before seven o’clock last Sunday 
morning, Officer Albert Cole of division 2 
found the lifeless body of a man lying in 
the snow by the side of the road on Wash- 
ington street, West Newton, just west of 
the new bridge over the tracks of the Bos- 
ton ifc Albany railroad. He had evidently 
been lying there some time, for examina- 
tion showed tiie right hand and feet to be 
frozen. 

Tiie officer on going to a patrol box 
near by sent in a call for the patrol wagon 
and upon its arrival u new discovery was 
made. On Margin street, near the Put- 
nam street bridge Arthur Young, had 
found a hack standing with the two horses 
blanketed. 

The harness bore the name of the firm 
of Kenny it Clark of Boston, and tiie 
vehicle had evidently been* driven by the 
dead man. It was taken to a stable and 
the body was removed to police headquart- 
ers, where it was viewed by Medical Ex- 
aminer Meade, of Watertown, who found 
no marks of violence except u slight cut 
on the forehead, just above the nose. On 
his person was $7.87, a watch bearing 
on tiie inside of the lid the name “Mat 
Rice,” and u key ring, stamped with 
“Michael Rice, (i Lyndell place, Boston.” 

Kenny & Clark were notified of tiie 
affair, and at an early hour Foreman Ed- 
wards of the stable visited tiie morgue and 
indeutilied the body as that of Rice. He 
said Rice left the stable at 11 o’clock .Sat- 
urday night to drive a gentleman to his 
home in Wellesley Hills. Rice wus 53 years 
old, of good habits, and was considered 
one of the most faithful men in the firm's 
employ, where he had been 13 years. He 
lion buried liis wife about ttiree weeks ago, 
but he loaves three children. 

Medical Examiner Mead pronouuucd 
death duo to natural causes. The theory 
that Rice was intoxicated and fell from his 
seat is not eiilertuiued, as Rice wus not 
addicted to the use of liquor in any form. 
It is probable thut lie was taken with a 
fainting spell and fell, and, unable to 
reach shelter and find aid, died. 

There is not tiie slightest suspicion of 
foul play us tiie person whom lie hud 
driven from Boston, is known to tiie po- 
ll. e and they scout the Idea ol assault 
Tiie horses were blanketed when the car- 
riage left Wellesley , thus explaining the 
only struuge part of the case. 

A strange coincidence is noted in tiie 
fact thut about ten days previous a Bos- 
ton heretic driver wus found early one 
morning nearly in the sume place, with a 
bad cut in the head. 

Rice was u member of the Coachmen's 
Benevolent Association, and that body 
sent Undertaker Burke to Newton. He 
conveyed the body to Bostou in Hie after- 
noon The Coachmen’s Association took 
charge of the funerul arrangements.

A Reminiscence of the Famous Actress 
Who Hated All Men. 

As nno looks buck o r a period of 10 or 
13 years on tho people who have crossed 
one’s path In that time, what a strangely 
confused mass of images appears! Some , 
are of absorbing interest, others very 
much the reverse, but all alike, from sheer 
foree of numbers, are blurred and imlis- 
tlnot.

Hero the ovcrllowing waters of nearly 
half a century ago lodged the remains of 
many tribes, high and dry, literally mov- 
ing the last resting place of their dead, 
for no Pacific eoast tribe ever buried their 
dead below the surface of the earth. Some 
hedged them about with rocks, above the 
ground, leaving the luce upward and ex- 
posed. Others put a bark covering over 
them, while others were suspended from 
limbs or left in ‘the forks of trees. Time 
has robbed every form of its substanceand 
left only the whitened bones und blcuclicd 
skulls. 

Students, dentists und physicians art 
eager to secure these trophies for articula- 
tion. So great is the demand that at least 
one man has for years followed tho hazard- 
ous business of gathering these skulls foi 
tho market. It Ls risky, for the few re- 
maining liidiuns^till keep vigil over the 
remains of their dead, und to bo caught in 
tho act would mean a prisoner in tho re- 
cesses of tiie neighboring mountains, fol 
lowed by a death ol slow tort uro, for no 
quarter or mercy would l»e shown tho vic- 
tim. 

►Still, knowing this, Howard Clause, u 
recluse, nightly risks his life to gather 
these grinning, whitened skulls, and every 
now und then u box of large and small 
skulls is shipped from Portland, Or., to 
tiie various noted seats of medicul and 
dental learning in tiie east. — San Fruucis- 
co Call.

COMMON COUNCIL. 

THE HOSPITAL ARBITRATION COMMITTEE 
— INSURANCE OK RUILDINOS CRITI- 
CIZED. 


1 juries received in an accident, caused by 
the aliened negligence of city employes, 
was referred to the claims committee. 

Councilman Chesley presented a peti- 
tion signed by Upper Falls residents, for 
: two street lights on Hale street. Referred 
i to street light committee. 

Councilman Lyman in introducing nn ad- 
dition to thccity ordinance, providing for 
I the care of cattle while being driven 
thiough the streets, read an extract from 
the present ordinance, lie had often seen 
! t he ordinance violated. Cattle driven 
through the streets with too few men in 
charge of the drove, was a danger to pedes- 
trians, besides being a nuisance. He intro- 
duced an Amendment to section 3, chapter 
24, of the hook of ordinances, providing 
for the proper care of cows, sheep, and 
swine, compelling the owners to have each 
animal tied with a rope, and kept between 
the curbs. He recommended a strict en- 
forcement of it. 

It was referred to the committee on ordi- 
nances. 

Councilman Nagle presented an order 
authorizing the repairing of Watertown 
street, bet ween Walnut and Crafts. Water- 
town street, be said, was in a very bad 
condition, and often children were com- 
pelled to walk in mud, nearly above their 
shoe tops. 'Hie order was adopted. 

At 8.52 o’clock the council adjourned. 

SCHOOL BOARD. 


All members, with the exception of 
Councilman Whittlesey, were present at 
the regular meeting of the common coun- 
cil held Tuesday evening. President Davis 
presided, and called the meeting to order 
at 7.50 o’clock. 

After the reading of the journal the fol- 
lowing communications were acted upon in 
concurrence with the hoard of aldermen: 
Petition of ,1. L. Palmer and others for 
sewer on Commonwealth avenue, referred 
to the sewer committee; communication of 
the Newton Land and Improvement C 0111 - 
pauv relative to the improvement of Bui- 
lough s pond, referred to the highway com- 
mittee. 

lion. J. 1L Leeson’s communication, 
relative to the contract with the Newton 
hospital, was presented. 

It was moved to concur with the action 
of the board of aldermen. Before the 
motion was put Councilman Lowell said 
there seemed to be a good deal of miscon- 
ception regarding the action of the hospi- 
tal trustees, lie had taken the trouble to 
investigate the matter and was willing to 
explain for the benefit of the other mem- 
bers. Since looking into the matter his 
idea had considerably changed. lie had 
received some figures from Mr. Travelli, 
which lie thought might prove of interest. 
The number of Newton, other cities and 
towus, and contagious cases, given by 
weeks, had amounted to 1555 weeks at a 
cost of $10,834. lie had heard the manage- 
ment hud been criticized as spending money 
needlessly. After comparing the figures 
with those of the Waltham hospital, he 
had found that while Newton patients 
were cared for at a cost of $10 a week, the 
cost of caring for patients in Waltham hud 
been $13.20. The number of state cases 
during the last fiscal year had been 520. 
Newton cases, for which no pay had been 
received, 180; for which part pay had been 
received, 391; free cases, 05; other cities, 
OS; contagious cases sent by the board of 
health, 510. 

Councilman Alvord thought the proper 
time for debate on the subject was when 
tlie report of the joint standing committee 
had made its report. 

President Davis recommended a brief 
discussion at that time. After several 
matters, including reports of city officers 
had been acted upon in concurrence, he 
appointed Counoilmen Lyman, Lowell and 
Whittlesey us members of the joint com- 
mittee to confer with the hospital trustees. 

When the order for increasing the re- 
serve police to seven members had been 
read, Councilman Dana requested that the 
city murshull be called upon to give de- 
sired information regarding it. 

The marshall, it was explained, was at 
Cambridge. In his absence Sergt. Fred- 
erick L. Mitchell was called upon. 

In answer to several questions put by 
ditTereut members, Sergt. Mitchell said the 
increase was necessary. The idea was to 
have the members of the reserve force re- 
port at the station each evening, prepared 
1 1 till vacancies caused by sickness or 
special detail. At present there were four 
or five vacant routes in dtlierent parts of 
the city. Without the full number of men 
they were obliged to place the reserve men 
(iii regular routes. They received $2 a day. 
Regular men received $19 a week the first 
year, and $20 a week each year after. The 
many complaints that were receive 1 show 
the n icessity of the appointment of the en- 
larged force. The reserve force at present 
c mis sted of three men and four men would 
be a hied. The force consists of 49 regular 
and reserve men. The old form of re- 
sorting to specials was now resorted to. 
when men reported unable to attend to 
duty. 

The order was passed. 

The action of the board of aldermen on 
several other matters was concurred in. On 
the order for appropriating $3000 for in- 
suring certain public buildings, there was 
Quite u little discussion. 

Councilman Alvord said— We ought not 
to pass on this too hastily. While deep 
weight should be given to the arguments in 
favor, something should be said on thu 
other side. Under Mayor Speare the sys- 
tem of not insuring buildings hud been 
originated. The lire department was an 
efficient one at present, and it seemed un- 
wise to make the expenditure. Several of 
the buildings were lire proof. The valu- 
ables in city hall were mostly those on 
which no insurance could he carried, lie 
was opposed to the passage of the order. 

Councilman Lyman was opposed to in- 
surance of public buildings where discrimi- 
nation hail been shown. The policies 
would cover only tire-proof buildings. The 
plan of railroad corporations was to have 
its stock iusur. d with a sort of blanket 
policy. This he con , id r ul u very practical 
plan. An order that discriminates ought 
not to pass, lie in »ved that the title Liu 
stricken out 

i’reiident Davis replied that the e was 
no title. 

Councilman Warren suid, at the meeting 
of the public property committee, at which 
this matter was considered, in order to 
bring the matter to a head lie had moved 
that tiie committee report in favoi o! the 
plan, lie was not aware that an order was 
1 > be pie .eiiled. In reply to u question of 
Counuiluiuu Rotter, he said the value of the 
property to be insured amounted to $3< 
boo. 

Councilman Rotter thought the order 
should be referred again to the public 
property committee. There were several 
things lie was anxious to learn : first, the 
value of the balance of the property owned 
by the city, and the value of uli the prop- 
erty belonging to the city, lie did not 
think it proper to present an order of tiiis 
kind, unless it could be shown by the com- 
mittee, to which it hud been referred, the 
leason why it should puss, ami the build- 
ings to be insured, lie thought the matter 
had not been properly considered, and 
favored recommitting it to the committee 
for further consideration. 

Couucilmuu Lowell suid the presentation 
ol the order was somewhat of a surprise 
to him. He thought it a little premature. 
The plan for insuring the buildings men- 
tioned was to be considered by the commit- 
tee whom lie thought w ould report favjir- 
ubiy, but not iu the form of an order. 

Couiicilman Dana moved the mutter be 
referred to the public property committee. 
'Fiie motion was seconded and carried.

Mr. Hardy called the attention of tin* 
hoard members to the present condition of 
the kindergarten at Aulmi inlale. The 
parents of scholars attending there felt 
that the present number of teachers In 
charge w ere unable to give the children the 
proper amount of attention. It w as not in 
tended for a criticism upon the present 
head of the department, who was acting in 
the place of the regular principal of the 
kindergarten. The latter had been ill since 
last full, and it was the feeling of the 
parents that as sin* w ould not lx* ublo to re- 
turn for some time, they thought some one 
should till the vacancy caused by her ab- 
sence. The two teachers now iii charge 
w ere very competent, hut unable to cure 
Tor such a large class. He introdi ,od an 
order requesting the superintendent to give 
the matter his immediate attention and pro- 
vide a substitute. The order was adopted. 

At 8.17 o’clock the hoard adjourned.

An attempt was made at the regular 
meeting of the school board, Wednesday 
evening, to fix the responsibility of sound- 
ing the no-school signal upon the superin- 
tendent. A resolution to this effect was 
presented by President Hollis, and Anally 
killed by a motion of Mr. Avery to lay the 
matter upon the table. The latter was 
carried by a vote of seven to three. The 
introduction of the order was the cause of 
considerable discussion, and the majority of 
speakers seemed to favor the position taken 
by the mayor. 

Mayor Cobb called the board to order 
promptly at 7.45 o’clock. Twelve members 
w ere present, Messrs. Fisher and Crehore 
being absent. 

The reading of the records of the last 
meeting was dispensed with, and there be- 
ing no report from the superintendent the 
first business w as the consideration of t he 
finance committee’s report. 

The finance committee, through Chair- 
man Howes, reported that the school ex 
penditures for the month of February had 
amounted to $14,879.40. ,The report w r as ac- 
cepted. The same committee also reported 
that it was deemed inexpedient at this 
time to increase the salary of the jani- 
tor of the Williams school at Auburndale. 
The increase had been asked for in a com- 
munication received at the last meeting of 
the board. The report was accepted. 

Mr. Howes then introduced an order ap- 
propriating $300 to defray the expense of 
keeping a horse ami curriage for the super- 
intendent's use. He said the matter had 
beeu fully considered by the committee 
members, and they favored the passage of 
the order. It was passed without any dis- 
cussion. 

A resolve was passed authorizing the 
committee on text books and supplies to 
further the study of English composition 
in different schools. It was thought that 
insufficient time had been given to this 
study. * 

An order appropriating $14,879.40 to cover 
the school expenses of the month of Febru- 
ary was adopted. 

THE NO-SCJIOOL SIGNAL RESOLVE. 
President ! Hollis introduced the follow- 
ing resolve, saying that in order to bring 
about a settlement of the matter of ringing 
the no-school signal, which had been dis- 
cussed in public print and by citizens gen- 
erally, it was desirable to hear an expres- 
sion of opinion by the members of the 
school committee: 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this 
committee the best interests of the school 
department demand that the decision in 
regard to the closing of schools because of 
inclement weather should rest with the 
superintendent of schools. 

The motion to adopt the resolution was 
seconded by Mr. Bond. 

Mr. Avery was the firs: speaker and lie 
said that lie thought the decision should be 
left with the mayor as u rule, that the 
latter had had the support of the people in 
his action, though not because of any ill 
feeling toward the superintendent. There 
had been niuiiy days when the signal had 
not been rung, when iu the opinion of 
many parents, it should have been. At 
these times the scholars and teachers had 
been greatly exposed to the inclemency of 
tlie weather. It was evident that the 
mayor hud carried out tlie wishes of the 
people. 

Mrs. Anders fuvored tlie mayor’s action 
and thought the right of ringing the no- 
se-bool signal should rest with tlie chief 
executive of the city and no one else. It 
had been suggested in letters to tlie local 
papers that the absent mark had influenced 
the children who were anxious to attend 
and not to receive this. Though the sug- 
gestion had been made that many of the 
parents of tlie poorer children desired to 
nave their children attend rather than re- 
main at home, that as they are unable to 
attend mi holidays they would probably be 
willing to cure for them on stormy days as 
well < ietieraliy this class of children were 
poorly clad and often their clothing had 
been w et by the rain or snow. The touch- 
ers, she thougdit, were unable to give pro- 
per attention to each scholar and sue that 
the garments were dried. One death 
caused by this would rest on the shoulders 
of the committee. The superintendent 
i should have the right to ring the bell, and 
i tin- mayor also. 

I Mr. Ward favored the settlement of the 
matter by an expression of the opinion of 
, the committee members. Jie regretted any 
friction between the superintendent and 
the mayor. It was, perhaps, the opinion of 
i the members that the hell hud not been 
I sounded asTrequeiitly as it wus desired.

30-YAHD DASH OPEN— OWENS WINS 300- 

Y A HI» RUN IN 408, A RECORD. 

The 11 itrh school armory at Newtonvillo 
was packed Monday evening, tlie annual 
games of the High school A. A. being the 
attraction. 

The open events were interesting, college 
and inter scholastic stars competing. The 
closed events were received heartily, and 
tlie Anal uvent, the class team race, stirred 
enthusiasm to tlie highest pitch. When 98 
broke tlie worsted yards ahead of 99 and 97 
came in last a groat shout greeted the end- 
ing of the hard-fought battles of the even- 
ing.

THE HOSPITAL APPROPRIATION. 


WHY IT IS OBJECTED TO 11Y THE OVER- 
SEERS OF TUK POOR. 


The Overseers of the Poor claimed that 
the editorial in last week's Graphic was 
•‘all wrong” and we have therefore inter- 
viewed several of them to find out their 
side of the case. They are unanimous in 
supporting Mr. Whitney, the City Almoner, 
and say that lie 'only represents their side 
of the case. 

They all disclaim having any bnt tlie 
kindest feelings toward tlio Hospital trus- 
tees and its management, and say that they 
are acting solely in tlie interests of the 
city. 

But they claim that the cost of caring for 
tlie poor patients is very far short of the 
$10,000 voted to the Hospital, judging from 
what tlie Hospital charges Watertown and 
J^eedham for tlie care of patients from 
those towns. They also ask why, if the 
Hospital can afford to take Watertown 
patients for $7.50 per week, it should 
charge $10 for Newton patients? 

In regard to this tlie trustees suy that 
they have taken a few patients at that 
price, when tlie Hospital was not full, as 
it was tlie price charged by tlie Boston Hos- 
pital, and as a mere matter of humanity, in 
order to save the patients the long ride to 
Boston. Witii tiie Hospital partly full of 
patients, they could oll'ord to take a few at 
less than cost. 

The Overseers, in regard to lion. J. R. 
Leeson’s letter, in which lie stated that tiie 
expense of conducting the contagious 
wards was over five thousaud dollars, say 
that that lias nothing to do with their de- 
partment. Tlie trustees agreed to conduct 
these wards if tlie city would put up the 
buildings, and the Hospital should look to 
the Board of Health and not to them, if 
they wish to recover this sum. They have 
nothing to do with tlie Board of Health and 
should not be asked to pay for any expense 
to which it may put the city. 

This really seems to be the main source 
of tlie trouble, as nearly as can be learned, 
and possibly it might be u good idea an- 
other year, to charge the contagious wards 
expenses to the Board of Health, instead of 
to the Poor Department. 

The claim is also made that the $14,150, 
appropriated for the Poor Department, will 
not pay their expenses, if they do not re- 
ceive the $3000 or so collected from the 
state and other towns for the care ol poor 
who have no residence in Newton. 

The appropriation for tlie Poor Depart- 
ment, this year, was increased two thous- 
and dollars over last year, half of which 
was for necessary repairs to the almshouse, 
but possibly a large increase of needy ap- 
plicants is looked for, owing to thu con- 
tinued hard times, as the Poor Repartment 
did not receive that money from the state 
lust year. 

There were many complaints, also, al- 
though none of the gentlemen wished to be 
quoted, of the doctors being able to give 
any one a card of admission to the Hospi- 
tal, while the Overseers have to go through 
a good deal of red tape to do the same 
thing; of trouble over getting uu order 
from the Hospital for tlie use of tlie am- 
bulance, to convey sick patients, and of 
other cases where they had not been treat- 
ed with the courtesy which they felt was 
their due, although they had never met 
with any such treatment from the trustees 
themselves. 

All the Overseers professed to be anxious 
to do ail business connected with their 
office in a business way: to look out for tlie 
interests of the city and sec Mat no extrav- 
agant prices were paid, and to act us cure- 
ful and economically us in their private 
business. Their office is certainly not a 
a pleasant one, there is no money iu it save 
the salary of $50 a year, and it is only a 
sense of duty as citizens that can induce 
any one to take the office. 

The trouble bus always beeu how to 
legally appropriate money for tlie Hospital, 
and doing it through the Poor Department 
was only for the purpose of getting around 
tlie law, and making the appropriation 
legal. It could have been done equally 
well through the Board of Health, or 
by dividing it between the two, but this 
was done simply as tlie easiest wuy, and 
then* wus no thought at first of getting uu 
exact and duly labelled equivalent for every 
dollar given by the city. 

Many cities sustain ;i regular city hospi- 
tal, but as in that case the city has to puj 
all the bills, it is a very expensive institu- 
tion, and also it is difficult to induce pa- 
tients who can partially pay for their cure 
to go to such an institution, just as it would 
be to gd them to go to an almshouse. 

Probably the time may come when the 
legacies to tlie Hospital, and tin; contribu- 
tions from Hospital Suuday, will enable it 
to get along without any appropriation 
from the city, but until then we do not 
think any taxpayers will object to keeping 
up the appropriation of the last few years.

Florence, .Tan. in. 

You have been In thin beautiful oltv, ami 
know as much as I do about it, ami more 
too. I have not seen it at its boat, ami I 
never slmli, for in the first place I shall 
never see it agntn, ami in the next place 
tliis is not the most favorable season for a 
visit here, ami again, because its best is in 
the past. The mercantile spirit Ims 
entered hero, ami whore it enters, it abides. 
The nnoient spirit and soul of Florence has 
departed. Well, it could not always feed 
and thrive on traditional glory, nor wholly 
onthemoney spent by tourists who came 
to sen what great masters lived and 
wrought. 

The now state of things throughout 
Italy, affects Florence. Italy is unified, is 
no longer ruled by the church, and would 
sot itself up ut once as a nation as big as 
any other. It makes virtually such asser- 
tion, and must try to make it good. Ilonco 
immense ami expensive war ships; hence, 
too, an immense ami expensive army and 
navy, and hence, of course, an immense 
debt. A debt is a burden ; a public debt is 
a public burden, resting not on the head of 
the king, who with a few subordinates, 
create the debt, but upon the shoulders of 
the people, who can scarcely stand under 
the terrible pressure. Money must bo bad, 
and this crushing necessity tends to drive 
out the higher spiritual nature and to in- 
troduce the lower commercial, mercantile 
spirit. Florence must contribute largely to 
the national resourses, and finds herself 
obliged to tear down much that once con- 
tributed to her greatness of glory, in order 
to make way for shops and factories. 
Then comes the feeling that she has done 
well, ami finds reason for priding herself 
on her enterprise. The Gradgrinds come 
to displace the Guidos and Angelos. 
Banish fancy for fact is the order of the 
day. Money, money, money! The state 
holds out Its hand to Florence, and the 
city holds out hors to the citizen, and the 
citizen his to the stranger that is within 
tlio gates. Enter the city by what gate 
you will, an officer is there whose duty is 
to halt your carriage enough to enable him 
to judge whether or not you are a smug- 
gler. To such a law no oity in Italy fur- 
nishes an exception. 

Is it likely that the condition of things 
the old Florentine Genius will ever return, 
now that it has been “with sighing sent, 
and loud lament?’’ Will the middle ages 
come back? Would you call them back V 
Let the soul of it be what it may, the 
body is very fair to look upon, it lias been 
a joy every day to look upon it, as it lies 
along the Arno, in a valley among hills, 
behind which rise encircling mountains. 
The hills are beautiful in their contour and 
sweep as they rise and peep over one 
anothers shoulders to see the jewel of the 
valley, which thoy enfold, and the river 
they send out and take to themselves again 
when its mission of brightness ami beneii- 
cence here is ended. The hills are made 
picturesque by the villas, gleaming white, 
which dot the hill sides and cluster on 
Fiesole and crown its summit, making this, 
one of the lesser and nearer, stand out in 
relief upon the higher and remoter hills. 
Of Fiesole I shall have occasion to speak 
again. 

The buildings, in one of which we have 
quarters, (good quarters, too, “Pension 
kinds”) is on the Arno, separated from it 
by the width of the street, which is called 
“Lungwino Serrestori.” Passing around 
to the rear, and then crossing two streets, 
we come to one of the old gates and a por- 
tion of the old city wall which here 
descends the bill to the narrow plain. 
Pass through this gate, “San Miniato,” 
and take the road, and you may climb hills 
by the hour, passing lovely villas, and 
vineyards, and olive yards. Instead of 
spending hours among the hills, you may 
follow the way of the old wall to the 
“Fortizza di Belvedere,” and rest on that 
height. 

If you pass along the front of this build- 
ing, turning to the right as you leave the 
door, and going eastward a few rods, you 
will come to another tower gate, stauding 
alone and massive, its chambers open 
towards the city, and its stairways still re- 
maining. The wall has been torn away on 
both sides. This is the gate “San Nicolo.” 
Leave it on your loft ami face a hill made 
forever memorable by Michael Angelo b.\ 
the work ho constructed and defended 
here. He was a sturdy Republican, this 
master in architecture and sculpture, and 
lie fortified this hil and made it impregna- 
ble against the Medici. Ills tower and 
walls still stand. The hill is made easy of 
ascent for carriages and pedestrians, by 
winding roads and foot-ways, always in 
good repair. On a broad shoulder of the 
hill is a level area parapeted, in the centre 
of which is a monument to the good soldier 
of the republic, setting forth the claims of 
Michael Angelo upon the gratitude of the 
city. On a high pedestal is a bronze copy 
of his “David,” and on the base are bronze 
copies of his “Day and Night,” and “Even- 
ing and Morning.” Just outside of <J*i> 
area ami on higher ground is the church of 
“.San Miniato in Monte.” This beautiful 
church is within the fortifications. It was 
founded in honor of the Florentine martyr, 
who was put to death on that spot by orde 
of Decius in the third century. 

The fortifications, it must be added, are 
bis greatest work in this sense, that “they 
enabled Florence to stand, a spectacle to 
heaven and earth, the one spot of all 
Italian ground which defied the united 
powers of Pope ami Ctcsar.” From this 
summit the views over the city ami its 
gardens is one of the most beuutifui in 
Italy. 

Leaving this interesting spot and follow 
ing the Viale dei Colli, (the avenue of th< 
hills,) we come to a diverging road which 
leads up a steep ami winding hill, the hill 
Areetri. Hither was Galileo banished. On 
u spot near the summit is the house in 
which he lived, and where Milton visited 
him. A memorable meeting. Galileo the 
blind, after lung gazing upon the suns first 
revealed to his astonished eyes, and Milton 
who not many years after, "blasted by ex- 
cess of light, closed his eyes in endless 
night.” A little distance further on and 
ui> is the bold summit on which stands an 
old tower, which Galileo sometimes used 
for observations, and where sometimes he 
met his pupils. In this tower are the globe 
he used, and the original telescope made by 
him. It is not largo, but it opened the 
heavens and let down Hoods of light upon 
the earth, making it a now world, it is 
kept with jealous cure, but I could not re- 
sist the temptation to lay on it my sm-i i- 
ligious hand, my linger rather, for the wire 
screen would admit no more. In tin- room 
where ’tis resting from its service, is 
another “optic glass,” of considerable 
length and small diameter. The custodian 
took out the eye piece, in which 1 found a 
glass of moderate magnifying power. The 
object glass is 3 or 4 inches in diameter. 
1 was tumble to learn more ubom it, its 
age, its maker, only that it is not as old as 
the “original genuine.” Manuscript* of 
Galileo’s and of others whose “hand" it 
was liurd to muko out. hung in frames, 
under glass, on the walls. The tower has 
a long history before the days of Galileo. 
The view from the top of the tower is very 
extensive uud grand. Besides the moun- 
tains whose snowy tops ure out-lined on 
the blue sky, besides the lesser hills 
covered with viueyurds ami dotted with 
villus, there lies outside the city the broad 
cumpuguu with muny u villa and many an 
acre of cultivated ground; and almost 
under your foot, in full view, is fair Flor- 
ence, bright in the sunshine and delightful- 
ly cleun. 1 liuve never before seen so 
charming a panorama of nmuutuiu and 
hill, uud river and town and iduin. 

Now comedown the hill, (I have walked 
. the whole wa) and down, with reluctant 
foot, till you reach again the Hill avenue, 
uud enter the city through the Portu Hu- 
mana, on one side of whicu is a lion nested 
and on the other u wolf nourishing Romu- 
lus and Remus. We are in the “Via lto- 
muna.” As we pass along 1 may be able 
to show you, if you do not ininu walking 


up a llttlo hill, the house In which Galileo 
lived, when free to use his telescope where 
ho pleased, and studying the moon. 

“At evening from ttie tops of Fiesole, 

Or In Vithlanm, to dosorv now lands, 
ttlvora or moentnins in her spotty globe." 

Tho way now to Pension Kirch is short. 
“To-morrow to frosh fields and pastures 
new.’’

The Newton Single Tax Class & Club. 

The 23rd regular mooting was held on 
Monday evening at 2:to Believucst street. A 
number of new faces gave added attraction 
to the occasion. A brief paper was read 
touching tho attitude of the professor of 
political economy in treating things as they 
are instead of as they ought to be— touch- 
ing the precedent and example of the one 
Great Schoolmaster, in political economy, 
whose answer always was in substance. 
“Do not ask me to adapt my principles to 
your conditions, but adapt your conditions 
forthwith to my principles”— touching tho 
automatic efficiency of tho Single Tax in 
solving the problem of betterments and 
damages— touching the displacement of 
artificial discord not so much by the artific- 
ial concord of socialism as by the natural 
harmony of the Single Tax— touching tax- 
ation according to benefits bestowed rather 
than according to ability— and touching 
also the mutual relations of excess of drink, 
excess of poverty, excess of riches, hospit- 
als, asylums and prisons. 

Attention was called to three bills which 
were introduced at a bearing before the 
State Commission on Taxation on Satur- 
day, the 20th, and which are to be urged at 
future bearings: 

The first a petition for Constitutional 
amendment intended to put at rest any 
doubt us to the constitutionality of the ex- 
emption of all classes of property except 
ground rents, and reading as follows— 

To the Honorable Senate and House ot 
Representatives, of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, in General Court assembled. 

The undersigned citizens of the common- 
wealth respectfully pray your honorable 
body for the passage'aiul submission to the 
people of an amendment to article four of 
section one of chapter one of part the 
second of the constitution, in purport as 
follows: 

Article 4 of Sect. 1 of Chap. 1 of part the 
second of the constitution is hereby amend- 
ed by inserting after the word “estates” 
in the nineteenth line, the words “in land” 
and by striking out in the 20th, 21st, 22nd, 
and 2:trd lines of said article, the words 
ami also to impose, and levy reasonable 
duties and excises upon any produce, 
goods, wares, merchandise, ami commodi- 
ties, whatsoever, brought into, produced, 
manufactured, or being with in the same,” 
and by inserting in place of the words so 
stricken out the following words “and for 
that purpose to impose and levy the same 
upon such estates m land only or in ad- 
dition upon such other class or classes of 
property as it may select and to pass laws 
giving to e > cry city and town the right to 
determine by vote of the qualified voters 
thereof what class or classes of property 
if any in addition to estates in laud shaft 
tie subject to such imposition and levy.” 
The second a bill allowing local option to 
municipalities and towns in local taxation 
for local purposes and reading as follows. 

An act to provide for local option m tax- 
ation for local purposes.— Section 1. Every 
oity by ordinance, and every town by by- 
law, may from time to time determine and 
provide tlmt all taxes required u> be levied 
or assessed by the board of assesors other 
than for state taxes, county taxes and taxes 
for the support of the public schools, auth- 
orized or required by law, for the relief, 
support, maintenance and employment of 
the poor, for laying out, discontinuing, 
making, altering, and repairing highways 
and streets or town ways, and for labor 
and materials to be used therein, or bu- 
nny other purposes in respect of public 
schools, the poor, or ways shall be as 
sussed either upon real estate only or 
upon tiie value of laud excluding buildings 
and other improvements only, or upon per- 
sonal property only, or upon any one or more 
class or classes of personal property, or 
upon any one or more of all the classes and 
sub-divisions of property herein— before 
mentioned, instead of by the method ut 
any time required by existing law. 

Thu third is a lull making the highways, 
tho schools and the care of the poor a State 
tax to lie levied upon tho cities and towns 
in proportion to their respective land val- 
ues or ground routs, anil reading us fol- 
lows: 

An act in relation to taxation for public 
schools, the care of the poor, and public 
ways, and for local purposes: 

Be it umictud by tiie Senate and House of 
Representatives in Genera! Court as- 
sembled, and by the authority of the same, 
us follows: 

Section l. All sums hereafter required 
to be raised by taxation in cities and towns 
for the following purposes, namely:— for 
the support of tiie public schools author- 
ized or required by law ; for tho relief, sup- 
port, maintenance and employment of t ho 
poor : for laying out, discontinuing, making, 
altering and repairing highways and 
streets or town ways, and for labor and 
materials to be used thereon, or for any 
other purpose in respect of public schools, 
the poor or ways, shall be ascertained, 
determined und assessed in accordance with 
tiie provisions of this act. 

Section 2. Tiie city council of every city 
and the inhabitants of every town ut a 
legal meeting shall, before the first day of 
December in each year, estimate the 
amount wliloh will be required for each of 
said several purposes during tiie financial 
year of the city or town beginning next 
after tlmt date, and tho mayor of every city 
and tiie selectmen of every town slmli cause 
a statement of said several items, signed by 
tiie mayor or by tiie chuirnmu ol the board 
ot selectmen as the case may be, und at- 
tested by tiie city or town clerk, to be 
transmitted to tiie tux commissioner on or 
before the tenth day of December follow- 
ing. 

Section :t. The county commissioners of 
eacli county shall, before the first dav of 
December in each year, estimate the 
uinount which w ill be required to be paid 
by or may be chargeable to the county in 
respect of highways during the linauoial 
year of the county beginning next alter 
that date, and shall cause a statement 
thereof, signed by the presiding commis- 
sioner und attested bj their clerk, to be 
transmitted to the tux commissioner on or 
before the tenth day of December follow- 
ing. in the couut> of Nautucket. the 


by the presiding commissioner on or before 
the tenth day of December following. 

Section 5. The deputy tax commissioner . 
shall prepare a table showing the sum 
estimated for each of said purposes in each ' 
city and town in tiie commonwealth, of the 
several sums estimated by the hoard of 
county commissioners nr other officers for 
each county, and by tiie state highway 
commission, and tiie total amount estimated 
for each of said purposes throughout the ! 
commonwealth, and shall also prepare a 
table Allowing the apportionment ot such 
total amount for each purpose among all 
the cities and towns In tho commonwealth 
in the proportion that the total value of 
land in each city or town, exclusive of | 
buildings or other improvements thereon, 
bears to the total of such value of bind in 
all tiie cities and towns In tiie common- 1 
wealth, taking for that purpose such value , 
of land as shown by tin* returns then Inst ' 
made to tiie secretary of the common wealth j 
by the assessors of the several cities and 
towns in acordance with law. 

Section (». The deputy tax commissioner 
shall, before the fifteenth day of January | 
following, lay tho tables so prepared by him ' 
before the general court for examination 
und allowance of the sums required by and 
to be apportioned to eacli city and town to 
be raised by taxation for said several j 
purposes. 

Section 7. Tiie sums determined and al- 
lowed by the general court for each of said 
several purposes in accordance with the I 
provisions or tills act slmli be deemed to lie 
state taxes, and shall lie included by the | 
treasurer in bis warrant for the assessing 
thereof sent to the assessors of the several 
cities and towns as refill i red by law. 

Section H. The tax commissioner shall 
credit each city and town with tiie amount 
allowed to it for each of said purposes, ami 
debit tiie city or town with the amount ap- 
portioned t«» it for eacli purpose to lie 
raised by taxation and slmli include a state- 
ment thereof in his warrant to the as- 
sessors. 

Section 9. The assessors of each city and 
town shall assess the amount for all said 
purposes apportioned to the city or town 
under the terms of this act upon the value 
of land in such city or town exclusive of all 
buildings or other improvements thereon. 

Section in. If the total sum for said 
purposes apportioned to a city or town to 
be raised by taxation and debited to it ex- 
•eeds the amount credited to it for all said 
purposes, tho treasury of said city or town 
shall nay to the treasurer of the common- 
wealth such excess on or before the first 
flay of December next after the date of his 
warrant to the assessors. If the uinount 
credited to the city or town for all said 
purposes exceeds the amount apportioned 
to it as aforesaid, the treasurer of the com- 
monwealth shall pa) - such excess to the 
treasurer of the city or town on or before 
the tenth day of December following the 
date of liis warrant to the assessors. 

Section 11. In any city or town, an 
amount for any of said purposes, in addi- 
tion to tiie sum for that purpose allowed by 
tiie general court, may in any year be ap- 
propriated and raised by taxation, in any 
city by a vote of two-thirds of each branch 
of the city council, and in a town by a vote 
of two-thirds of the legal voters present 
und voting at a legal meeting. Such addi- 
tional amount shall be raised and assessed 
in the manner required by section nine of 
thh. 

Section 12. Any commissioner, clerk, or 
ity or town officer who neglects to perforin 
a duty required of him by terms of this act, 
shall forfeit fifty dollars. 

Section 13. Every city by ordinance, and 
ivery town by by-laws may from time to 
time determine and provide that all taxes 
required Ju» be levied or assessed by the 
hoard of assessors, other than taxes for the 
purposes mentioned in previous sections of 
this act, and excluding also state taxe^and 
aunty taxes, shall be assessed either upon 
real estate only, or upon the value of land 
excluding buildings and other improve- 
ments only, or upon personal property only, 
or upon any one or more class or classes of 
personal property, or upon any one or more 
if all the classes and sub-divisions of prop- 
erty hereinbefore mentioned, instead of by 
the method at any time required by existing 
law. 

Section 14. All acts and parts of acts in- 
consistent with this act are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Section 15. This act shall take effect 
upon its passuge.

William II. Coolidge made a remark be 
fore the committee on railroads, of which 
Senator Harwood is a 'member, the other 
day, which was very significant. It was at 
a hearing on tho petition of the city of 
I laverhill that there might be a referendum 
on the subject of applying to the supreme 
court for the appointment of a commission 
to separate the grade crossings of that 
place. Mr. Coolidge pointed out that the 
cost of grade crossing separation in the 
past four years lmd reached into the mil- 
lions, and that before the work was com- 
pleted iu the state it would have cost into 
the billions. The committee, with no dis- 
position to dissent on the part of anyone 
except Chairman Soule and Mr. I lines of 
Boston, reported leave to withdraw on the 
Haverhill petition, probably on the ground 
stated by Col. Benton of the New Haven 
road, that there were already three methods 
of initiating grade crossing separations, 
and that was enough. 

The same committee had another ques- 
i tion of some interest before it recently, and 


only eight aldermen. The clause giving 
the Mayor a veto on the school board may 
also be loft out, as it is hardly necessary or 
advisable. With these changes the charter 
will probably go through. 

The chief objectors to the charter are 
Mr. John B. Goodrich, Chairman Hollis of 
the school board, and Mr. Theordore W. 
Gore. Mr. Goodrich objects to the taking 
away from the board of aldermen of the 
power to make contracts, and giving it to 
the Mayor alone, although this is a feature 
of most of the up-to-dute charters of recent 
years. The Mayor can beheld directly re- 
sponsible for any contract he makes, one for 
street lighting, for instance, while if this is 
left to a committee, there is no direct respon- 
sibility. One would think, also, that it would 
be easier for any corporation to make terms 
with one man, than with half a dozen, and 
also more satisfactory. 

Chairman Hollis of the school hoard 
wants to have the school board's powers 
extended so that all powers relating to the

BOBINSON CRUSOE. 

THE EXACT LOCATION OF THIS HE- 
RO’S ISLAND HOME. 

On tbo Original Title l’i»ST. i»* Prepared 
by l'c Pop, It Wiw Stated Thnt Crnioe ' 
VVw* Wrecked on t> i Island In tlio Delta 
of the Orinoco l.-iter 1-blit Ions Chunked. 

If tho question were asked, “Where !s | 
•he Hand of Hohinsoti Crusoe?” tho ma- 
jority of people would answer, “.Tuan For- ! 
liamlez.” Some would go so far as to say 
that Robinson Crusoe and Alexander Sel- 
kirk were one and the same ponton. 

, If tho original title of Do Foe’s “Robin- j 
son Crusoe” had boon kopt in the later 
editions, tlio island of Juan Fernandez 
would never have lieen associated with tho ( 
name of Robinson Crusoe. On tho original ] 
title pagoof t i is great English romance it Is 
distinctly stated that Crusoe was wrecked, 
and afterward lived for many years on an 
island situated In the dcltaof the Orinoco. 

.Tuan Fernandez is a small island in the 
Pacific, in 34 degrees south latitude, nnd 
situated 400 miles west of Valparaiso, on 
the Chilean co ist. Tho climate Is not trop- 
ical, and the soil, which is light, supports 
a scrubby undergrowth. 

“In 1700,” says Sir Wyvillo Thompson 
In his account of this island, “Dampler 
called at Juan Fernandez, and while there 
Captain Straddling of tho Cinque Port gal- 
ley quarreled with his men, 42 of whom 
deserted, but were afterward taken on 
board by Dumpier. Five seamen, however, 
remained on shore. In October, 1704, tho 
Cinquo Port returned and found two of 
those men, the others apparently having 
been captured by the French. On this oc- 
casion Captai Straddling had a disagree- 
ment with his master, Alexander Selkirk, 
who insisted on being put ashore rat.hor 
than servo longer with Straddling. Sel- 
kirk’s desire was complied with, and he 
was sent on shore with a. few ordinary 
necessaries. Before the ship left he begged 
to he readmitted, but this was refused, 
with the curious result that, with little 
merit of his own, he became a hero of all 
time as Robinson Crusoe, tlio cynosure of 
all boys’ eyes. 

“It is extremely improbable that Alex- 
ander Selkirk ever placed his journal in 
the hands of De Foe, but his story ex- 
cited some public iutcrcst, and in cater- 
ing for the public amusement that princo 
of raconteurs was most likely to have 
adopted Selkirk’s talc for combination 
with other material in ono of his wonder- 
ful ‘realistic novels. Many of tho incidents 
in the ‘Adventures of Robinson Crusoe’ 
are evidently inconsistent with the narra- 
tive of Selkirk and are undoubtedly taken 
from other sources. For example, tho foot- 
print on the sand and the decidedly trop- 
ical description of Robinson Crusoe’s is- 
land would agree better with one of the 
outlying islands of the West Indies. Alex- 
ander Selkirk was relieved from what ap- 
pears to have lieen by no means unbear- 
able exile in 1709 by the ship Duke, Cap- 
tain Wood Rogers,” having been on the is- 
latul in complete solitude for 4 years and 4 
months. He (lied lieutenant of tho Wey 
mouth in 1723, at. the age of 47. 

When we look into De Foe’s account, we 
find that, after Crusoe hud spent some 
time in the Brazils, he and his friends fit- 
ted out a vo. 1 - ,cl for Africa for a cargo ol 
slaves. On the lstof September, 1059, “we 
set sail.” I quote from De Foe’s book, 
“standing away to tho northward upon 
our own const.” After passing the equatoi 
they mot with a hurricane and were fox 
many days unable to get an observation. 
When at Inst one was obtained, they found 
the ship to bo “in about 11 degrees north 
latitude * * * so that ho (tho captain) 
found he was on tho const of Guiana, oi 
the north part of Brazil, beyond tho riven 
Amazon, toward that part of the rivci 
Oroonoquo commonly called the Great riv- 
er.” Tlio ship was found to be so much 
damaged by the storm that “wo concluded 
there was no inhabited country for us to 
lia vo recourse to till we came within the 
circle of the Caribbee islands, and there- 
fore resolved to stand away for Barbadoes, 
oml by kcepiugoff at sea, avoid tho indraft 
of the bay or gulf of Mexico. 

“With this design we changed our course 
oml steered northwest by west, in order tc 
reach some of the English islands, where 1 
hoped for relief, lmt our voyage was oth- 
erwise determined, for, being in the lati- 
tude of 12 degrees and 18 minutes, a see 
oml storm came upon us, which carried us 
away with the samo impetuosity west- 
ward and drove us so out of the way of all 
human commerce that, had our lives been 
spared to the sea, wo were rather in dan 
ger of being devoured by savages than evei 
returning to our own country.” 

After the arrival of the man Friday and 
Crusoe’s conversation with him ho says, 
in speaking of tho currents, which are 
very st rong ami numerous ubout Tobago. 
“This I understood to bo no more than 
tho set. of tlio tide, us going out or coming 
in, but I afterward understood it was oc- 
casioned by the great draft and reflux ol 
tlio mighty river Oroonoko, in tho mouth 
or gulpii of which river, as 1 found after- 
ward, our island lay, and that this lund 
which I perceived to the W. and S. W. was 
the great island of Trinidad, <»n the north 
point of the mouth of tho river. * * * 1 
asked him (Friday) the names of the sov 
oral of his sort of people, hut could not get 
no other name than Carlbs, from whenot 
1 easily umh rslood that these were the 
Caribbees, which our maps place on the 
purt of America which reaches from tht 
mouth of tho river Oroonoko to Guiana 
ami onward to St. Martha (probably St. 
Martin’s).” 

Trinidad is at all times plainly vislbh 
from Tobago, being only 19 mill s distant. 
Tltoonly oilier island from which Trinidud 
limy be seen is Grenada, which lies 70 
miles duo north, but Trinidad can only bt 
made out on very clear days. Moreover, 
Grenada was inhabited in Crusoe’s time 
by Carlbs. 

1 have given tills rather lengthy urgu 
meat in wliut might at flrst sight seem tc 
be a trivial subject, but Robinson 
hoc, although a fictitious character, is SC 
well known nnd so often the subject of ev- 
eryday allusi oi 1 hope i will lie excused 
in taking nn - > much time in proving 
where lie was really supposed to reside and 
in correcting an error which is so widely 
diffused. — Philadelphia Public ledger.

Kill ENDS ATTEND. 

The fifteenth annual prize drill, for the 
Pulsl for medal, of Co. C, 5th rogiment, M. 
V. M., in Armory hall, last Friday evening, 
was a grand success. As a social event if 1 
eclipsed all former affairs of the kind ever 
given under the auspices of tho company. ' 
The hall was brilliantly decorated with ; 
flags, colored hunting and military in- 
signia. On the platform was a profusion 
of palms and rare exotics, behind which 
sat the orchestra.

The prize squad, numbering 37 men, 
marched on the floor promptly at 8 o’clock, 
under command of Capt. Springer.

Upon their 
second appearance there were but 24 men, 
under the command of Lt. H. B. Inman.

Gov. Wolcott's Mistake. 

Pretty mean and petty partisanship is 
dictating some of these charter changes in 
the commonwealth. A cuse in point just 
comes from Lowell. There, under a new 
charter, duly and deliberately adopted, u 
democratic mayor made appointments 
without the confirming voice of tlio repub- 
lican board of aldermen. The supreme 
court decided that the mayor had this 
power under the charter ; but the republi- 
can aldermen were not satisfied. They 
post oil. accordingly, to the republican 
Legislature und secure the passage of a 
bill amending the churtei to suit liie ex- 
igencies of Lowell republican politics. 
And now Gov. Wolcott signs the hill even 
when such a man as A. G. Cumnock sug- 
gested that the matter at least ought to be 
referred back to a vote of the people of 
Lowell. This is a “ripper” legislation of 
the order which has brought the govern- 
ment of the cities of Ohio under the mani- 
pulation and control of the politicians at 
the state capital, to theadmitted demorali- 
zation of both city und state government. 
It is ii step which leads on to no end of 
evils in local control.— Springfield Repub- 
lican.

General Horace Porter draws tho follow- 
ing picture of wartime experiences in hi? 

“ Campaigning With Grant” in Tho Con 
turv: Tho continual rain was most dis- 
heartening. On May 1(1 Grant wrote to 
Jlalleek: “Wo have had live days' almost 
constant, rain, without any prospect yet of ; 
ft s clearing up. The roads have now bo- , 
co mo so impassable that ambulances with 
wounded men can no longer run lietweon 
here and Fredericksburg. All offensive op- i 
orations must necessarily cease until wo 
can liavo 24 hours of dry weather. Tho ar- 
my is in the In-si of spirits and feels the | 
greatest confidence In ultimate success. 1 
* * * Tho elements alone have suspended | 
hostilities.” 

In the Wilderness the army had to strug- 
gle against fin* and dust; now it had to 
contend with rain and mud. An ordinary 
rain, lasting for a day or two, docs not 
embarrass troops, but when tho storm | 
continues for a week it liecmnos one of the j 
most serious obstacles in n campaign. Tho 
men can seouro no proper shelter and no ! 
comfortable rest ; their clot liing lias no j 
chance to dry, and a tramp of a few miles j 
through tenacious mud requires as inuoh i 
exertion ns an ordinary day’s march. 
Tents beoomc saturated and weighted with 
water, and draft animals have increased 
loads and heavier roads over which to haul 
them. Dry wood cannot lie found; cook- 
ing becomes ditllcult; tho men’s spirits 
nre affected by tho gloom, and even tho 
most buoyant natures ixjconio dishearten- 
ed. It is much worse for an army acting j 
on the offensive, for it lias more marching I 
to do, being compelled to move principally 
on exterior lines. 

Staff officers had to labor day and night 
during tho present campaign in making 
reconnaissances und in cross questioning 
natives, deserters, prisoners and fugitive 
negroes in an attempt to secure data for 
tin* purpose of constructing local maps 
from day to day. As soon as these wero 
finished they wero distributed to tho sub- 
ordinate commanders. Great confusion 
arose from the duplication of the names of 
houses and farms. Either family names 
were purtieuhirly scarce in that section ol 
the state or else tho people were united by 
close ties of relationship and country 
cousins abounded to a confusing extent. 
So many farmhouses in Some of tho local- 
ities were occupied by people oi the same 
name that when certain farms were desig- 
nated in orders serious errors arose at 
times from mistaking one place for an- 
other. 


A TRUE BEAR STORY. 

A Yellowstone Park Itruin Gives a Great 
Moral Lesson to Parents.

He got acquainted 
last year with a she bear, who used to como 
to his house every day and walk into tho 
kitchen for food for herself and her two 
cubs. Tho culls never came. Tho keeper 
got on very intimate terms with thu ben., 
who was always civil and well behoved 
and would take food from his hand with- 
out taking tlie hand. 

One day toward sunset the liear came to 
the kitchen, and, having received her por- 
tion, she went out of the back door to car- 
ry it to her cubs. To her surprise and an- 
ger, the cubs were there waiting for her. 
She laid down the food and rushed ut hei 
infants and gave them a rousing spank- 
ing. “She did not cuff them; slit' spanked 
them,” and then she drove them back in > 
tho woods, culling them und knocking 
them at every step. When she reached the 
spot where she lmd told them to wait, she 
left them there and returned to tlie house. 
And there she staid in the kitchen for 
two whole hours, making the disobedient 
children wuit for their food, simply to dis- 
cipline them and teach them obedience. 

Tlie explanation is very natural. When 
tho bear leaves her young iu a particular 
place und goes away in search of food for 
them, if they stray away in her absence, 
she has great difficulty in llmling them. 
TJie mother knew that the safety of her 
cubs and her own peace of mind depended 
upon strict discipline in the family. Oh, 
that wo had more such mothers iu the 
United States!

GEMS HAVE DISEASES. 


Some Lose Color, Some Gradually Fade 
and Hie, Others Chip and Crank. 

Gems have diseases just as men and 
women do, with this difference, that tho 
infirmities of precious stones can rarely 
bo cured. Seme gents deteriorate — grow I 
old. in other words — and gradually become 
lifeless. Pearls are most subject to thl3 
fate, and no means liavo been found to re- 
store them to life. 

Among infirmities to which precious 
stones are liable is one common to ull col- 
ored stones, that of fading or losing color 
when long exposed to the light. Tho om- 
oruld, tho sapphire atttl t he ruby suffer tho 
least, their colors being us nearly perma- 
nent as colors can ho, yet experiments 
made a few years ago in Purls and Berlin 
to determine the deterioration of colored 
gems through exposure showed that even 
these suffered, a ruby which had lain for 
two years in a show v i dow bring percop' 
tibly lighter in tint i i . Rs original muto, 
which was kept in i lie durknc.-s. 

The causes of thoohuugouro not very 
dear, even to expert chemists, but it is 
evident that- tin* action of the light on the 
coloring matter of tlie gem effects a deteri- 
oration, slow, but exceedingly sure. 

In tho case of the garnet and topaz the 
change is more rapid than in that of the- 
reby and sapphire, but there is a curious 
difference in the result in topaz and par 
net, for while tlie latter grows lighter the 
former appears to become cloudy and dull 
iu hue, losing much of the brightness 
characteristic of a newly cut gem. 

For ages the opal has had tho unenviable 
reputation of being the most unlucky ol 
gems, and it is believed that the jewelers 
themselves wore originally responsible fot 
some of the superstitions and hurd luck 
stories connected with it, since to tho pol- 
ishers and setters it is one of tho mosl I 
troublesome gems on their list. 

Mierotonlsis say that the prismatic col- 
ors and lire of the opal ure duo to myriads j 
of minute crooks in the body of the stone, 
the edges of which reflect tho light at dif- 
ferent angles and give the hues so much 
admired. A stone lull of cracks is liable 
to split in two at any time, and disasters 
of tliis kind, especially iu the process ol 
grinding and polishing, liavo occurred sc 
often Hint e» cry gem polishing house has 
its store of bard luck stories in connection 
with t he opal. 

After the gem is set and sold tho load is 
taken off the mind of the munufacturci 
utul transferred to that of the wearer. 
Opals that have successfully passed tlie or 
deals of grinding, polishing and sotting dc 
not often crack afterward, but it is best 
not to expose them to oven /ho moderate 
he.it involved by the wearer sitting in I
